The Prisoner To Be Brought to 
Now York To-Day. 


Detective Farley, of the Central Offloe, was sent 
to Vasliington last night by Captain Irving, of the 
detective force, under Instructions Itom Superin­ 
tendent Kelso, to bring bach to this city Billy 
Forrester, alias BUly Marshall, alias Billy or Frank 
Campbell, alias 
Frank Harding, 
alias Frank 
Howard, who is charged with having committed 
the murder of Benjamin Nathan. Mr. Farley started 
OB the half-past nine train last night, carrying with 
Urn aU the necessary papers, and Is expected to 
feturn with his prisoner to-night, when Forrester 
will be locked up at Police Headquarters until an 
«gaiplnatlon shall be held In bis case. 
At about half-past seven o’clock on Friday 
morning, 
the lOth 
of July, 1870, the late 
Superintendent Jourdan received information 
that 
MR. BENJAMIN NATHAN, 
Of la West Twenty-third street, had been fouliymur- 
dered at his residence, by some unknown parties, 
between the hours of three and six of the same 
morning. He immediately called to his assistance 
the then captain of detectives, now superintendent, 
Kelso, and Detective Farley. These gentlemen he 
took Into a carriage and ordered the driver to start 
np town. Both offloers were amazed at the cool, 
determined manner of the Superintendent, but In 
the presence of that great dlsclpUnarian neither 
dared to unnecessarUy ask a question. They did 
not yet know that anything unusual had occurred.

Farley ventured to ask his superior If there was 
anything very startling on hand, and the Superin­ 
tendent, awaking suddenly from a moodv reverie, 
replied, ‘'Yes, sir, there is a murder; a banker has 
been moat brutally killed in Twenty-third street.” 
**Á/ banker murdered f” said Kelso, and he looked 
Mgnlflcantly at Farley, In a manner that meant to

and this gave the police the first substantial cine. 
These marks of feet upon the outside wall clearly 
demonstrated to the police that the crime was the 
result Of the Interruption of what is known as “a 
Becond story robber,’’and their first tangible efforts 
were directed to find out who that robber was.

DISPOSE OP IT AS FORRESTER. 
As Farley had been entrusted with the entangle­ 
ments of the case from the very beginning, so he 
was now commissioned to carry out the idea he 
had been instrumental In developing. For several 
days he “worked” around In the dark and forbid­ 
ding purlieus of the city, and then returned to Mr. 
Kelso to report that his Idea of Forrester was only 
the more strengthened the further he burrowed 
Into the depths of the matter. Superintendent 
Jourdan, Mr. Kelso and Detective Farley then 
held a council, and the result was Captain 
Kelso and Detective Farley were ah sent from the 
city for several days. While they were away De­ 
tectives Irving, Radford, McCord and Dusenberry 
were posted In different parts of tne city to watch 
the movements of some parties suspected of lielng 
In letgue with Forrester.

From that moment up to the time 
Captain Irving received the telegram addressed to 
Superintendent Kelso, on Saturday night, saying 
that Forrester bad been arrested in Vrashington, 
the police have never lost sight of him. 
When 
the telegram arrived on Saturday nlgnt It was 
handed to Captaiu Irving, who Immediately went 
In search of Detective Farley. He found “ the 
mysterious burrower ” in one of those out-of-the- 
way haunts only known to the Initiated, and com­ 
municated to Idm the welcome Intelligence.

About a month ago I sent the Herald a copy of 
an Insulting letter that was despatched to the 
Japaneee by the Coreana.

I have been told by eome 
high officials that the pressure brought to bear Is so 
great tbat It is doubtful whether the government 
will be able to resist what appears to be the general 
desire. The great fear of the government seems 
to be that, should It drain Japan of all lU troops to 
mvade Corea, the probabilities of a rising at borne of 
the dlaaflécted wonld be very great; hence the hesita­ 
tion. To show you the feeling prevailing I trans- 
nalt to yon the translation of a letter, which ap­ 
peared in a Japanese newspaper, from one who

COREA ON TBE ALERT. 
It IB rumored that the Coreana are purchasing 
arms from China and are diligently drUling and 
preparing for an invasion of Japan. A war between 
these two conntriea would not do a great deal of 
harm after all. On the contrary, foreign nations 
might achieve thereby what they have flailed to ob­ 
tain hitherto by diplomacy. 


PRINCE OF TOZA’a nEATH. 
The Prince ol Toza, who played a very prominent 
part in the late war for the overthrow of the 
Tycoon, died at Jeddo on the 28th ult. 
'roza, 
Satsnma and Cholsln were the three principal 
Dalmlos who Initiated the revolution. 
As soon as 
the war was over Toza refused to take office. 
He retired to private life, 
where he could 
better continue la a wild Ufe of dissipation 
and 
not, 
to 
which 
ho 
had 
accustomed 
himself since his early youth and which has caused 
bis death at the comparatively early age of forty 
years. Toza was a man of some good points, pos. 
sessing great courage and sound judgment, but his 
fallings were so great that they entirely obscnred 
the better points of his character. 
License and 
debauch had far more attractions for him than af­ 
fairs of State. His successor is said to possess all 
his father’s acuteness of mind, but is otherwise a 
chip of the old block; but there are strong hopes 
entertained of his ultimate and permanent ameUora- 
tlon. 
PIRACY IN PORT. 
On the 23d of last month tbe ship Honal Mara, a Eu­ 
ropean built ship, but now owned by Japanese, was 
attacked wblle lying at anchor off Kanagawa, only 
five miles from tlie Yokohama anchorage, by six 
armed men In a |uuk. After a 
short con­ 
flict the officers and men of the ship were 
overpowered 
and securely fastened, and tbe 
pirates secured some u,200 tlos In money and 
made off, leaving all hands bound, In which con­ 
dition they were discovered only toward evening. 
The pirates having this start, have not yet been 
heard from. 
GRAND DUEE ALEXIS. 
The Grand Duke Alexis, of Russia, is shortly ex­ 
pected to arrive at Nagasaki. A high Japane.se 
official, Uajlma, left Jedo on the lis t ult. for 
Nagasaki, to receive and welcome him on behalf of 
the Mikado. 
THE IMPERIAL TOUR. 
The Emperor of Japan has not yet returned to 
the capital. He is said to be enjoying his trip 
amazingly. He is received everywhere with many 
marks of loyalty and devotion. At Nagasaki the 
foreign Consuls and residents lllumltiated the 
foreign concession, for which mark of respect they 
were publicly thanked by the Governor of that cltv. 
The Mikado will probably be liack at Jedo about the 
20th, when he will publlclv open the railway from 
Yokohama to Jedo. 
AMERICAN NAVAL DISCIPLINE. 
A most scandalous and disreputable occurrence 
has Just occurred In Klohe, In which two American 
naval officers took prominent parts. There is a 
newspaper published In Klobc which occasionally 
receives correspondence from Yokohama. 
The 
Hfogo A’etps (such Is the name of the paper) pub­ 
lished on June 5 the foilowlng sentence, wlilch was 
contained in a letter from Yokohama:-“Dr. Spln- 
dlcsbanka, the Legation lackey, held a ‘full hand’ 
or ‘coppered the ace’ the other night, and Is 
revelling In and on the proceeds thereof.” Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Tryon hart, while he was In 
charge of the United States Naval Hospital 
at Yokohama, taken up his residence at the 
American Legation.

Upon her arrival several gentlemen 
went on board and interrogated the coolies as to 
their treatment. They expressed themselves as 
perfectly satisfied, and ihe appearance of the ves­ 
sel and her accommodations corroborated this.

Schoeppe had made his 
final pr<‘paratlons for death, 
and 
was soon 
to have gone out, in company with another 
prisoner, 
to have 
ended 
his life upon the 
scafiold. 
But the protests of the professional 
societies finally became so earnest and Imperative 
that Governor Geary became frightened and, just 
before the time fixed for the execution, granted a 
reprieve, and the double murder did not take 
place. A law was then passed by the Legislature, 
intending to cover bis case, so that It might bo re­ 
opened and heard, but* It was vetoed 
by 
the 
Governor, 
but 
finally 
passed over his 
veto, and the caac was again Uken to the Supreme 
Court, ann again that tnbunal reftised to Interfere. 
Long before this, however. Dr. Schoeppe's case had 
assumed national Importance, and Governor Geary 
would not re-sign his death warrant. 
THE CASE IN POLITICS. 
Last Fall an election for Judge In this clrcnlt 
took place, and the Schoeppe case entered Into 
the contest—the former Judge who tried the case, 
and who was fearlully prejudiced against the 
prisoner, being beaten by the present Judge upon 
that Issno. Last Winter a new law was passccf to 
allow this case to be reheard, and Its rehearing 
began the 7th Instant and closed this morning 
with a verdict of acquittal. 
This last trial has lieen as singular and unnatnral 
as the first one was vindictive and farcical. Never 
before was a man tried for hU life In this country 
upon such flimsy and worthless evidence, and never 
was a capital trial closed, where all connected with 
Us prosecution felt compelled to apologize lor their 
connection with It. and left Its close feeling llttled 
rather than elevated by their labors. It is plainly 
perceptible that, were It not for the private Inter­ 
est» at stake that were deeply Interested tn the 
taking of this young man's life, no such proceedings 
as have disgraced the record of criminal trials In this 
country for the past two weeks In this Court would 
has taken place. A report of those proceedings 
have been dally noted In the H e r a l d , and I there­ 
fore come down to a description of the dramatic 
close of the most ImpoFtant and Interesting crimi­ 
nal trial that

The cffnrt bell rung at nine 
o’clock precisely, and the Judges, jury and counsel 
immediately responded, to find the entire room 
densely crowded with an eager assemblage. A Urge 
number of elegantly dreseed ladles filled the seats 
In the body of the room, whUe the sterner sex 
crowded about the aUles within the bar snd Wher­ 
ever a vacant place could be obtained. The pris­ 
oner came Into the court room before the ringing 
of the beU and took his seat near hU connseL 
He was neatly dr esaed. as nsnaL and looked calm 
and collected. He was the object of mncb attention 
on the part of the UdUs. 
JU D O l ÍENK1R8’ OPINION. 
At nine minutes alter nine o’clock Judge Jnnkln 
rapped the Court to order and s a i d “Gentlemen or 
the Jury. 1 do most heartily congratuUte you upon 
the near approach of the dowi of your labors, hut 
1 will without further premise proceed to give yon 
myoplnlone upon the lew and evldcnoe In t ^ 
esse,*' and amidst breattlem sUenee the Jndge be­ 
gan hU charge. 
He defined murder and man- 
elanghter, reciting the Fennsvlvanta act by which 
the grade of murder to defined, and then pro­ 
ceeded aa tollowe : - “TUen let os proceed to notice a 
few well-settled principles governing investigations 
of thU kind. First, then, there must be proof clear 
and satisfactory of the cOnnu oeHcU; that is. It must 
be estabUshed by clear andsatUfactory proof that the 
offence charged against the prisoner was com­ 
mitted at all. In the present case the Common­ 
wealth oompUlns that &aa Marla M. Stelnecke waa 
murdered by the administration of poison, and al­ 
leges that Dr. Panl Schoppe U the person who fe- 
lonlonsly administered ÜM. poUon. Now, then, the 
corpu$ OetMl in this case is, that the woman was 
mnrdered. But If she died a natural death then 
there has been no crime committed by any one. 
That she died le admitted; bnt that she was mur­ 
dered by any one whomsoever is utterly dented. 
That she died is not marvelffins; she was obedient 
to the common ihte, so that yon readily per­ 
ceive 
that 
unless 
It 
clearly and 
oatislho- 
torlly appears from the 
evidence 
that 
this 
woman wus murdered your investigation stops 
squarely at this point. You can have no motive to 
search for the author of a Clime nntll it U oleaiiy 
and satisfactorily shown that crime has been com­ 
mitted. We use the expression “clearly and satis­ 
factorily” in its broadest signification, and for so 
doing we are sustained by high authority. Whar­ 
ton, in his Criminal Law, volume 1. section 746, 
Ba.Ts:—“The fact of the commission of the offence 
must necessarily be the foundation of every crimi­ 
nal suit, and until that fact is proved most dan­ 
gerous would It be to convict.’*^ Lord Halo said, 
“I would never convict any person of murder un­ 
less the fact were proved to be d o n e th a t Is,'unless 
It is first shown that a murder has been com­ 
mitted. And Lord Stowell, In Evans vs. Evans, 
said, “To take preinmptlons In order to swell an 
equivocal fact Into a criminal fact would be an 
entire misapprehension of the doctrine of presump­ 
tions,” and the civil law Is the same. "The death 
In such case should be distinctly proved, either by 
fact, by inspection of the 
direct evidence of the 


¿ÜS'ugh fo leave no ground for reasonable donb 
It is the established rule that the facts that form 
the basis ol tlio corpus delicti ought to bo proved 
either by direct testimony or by presumptive evi­ 
dence of tlie most cogent and Irresistible kind. 
This Is particularly necessary In cases of mnrder, 
where the rule laid down by Lord Hale seems 
to have been generally 
followed.” 
So many 
cases have occurred where appearances strongly 
indicated the commission of crime, which subse­ 
quent events fully explained, that it is unsafe to 
depart from those established rules which by tho 
experience oí ages have been shown to be reliable. 
THE REASONABLE DOUBT. 
The place and circumstances may point strongly 
to guilty agencies. A dead body found wounded in 
an out-of-the-way place or by the wayside excites 
reasonable apprehensions that a crime has been 
committed, while a person found dead in his own 
house, and In his own bed, without 
marks 
of 
violence, 
would 
scarce 
rouse 
a 
sus­ 
picion 
Of 
crime. 
Death Is to be expected 
under all clrcnmstances from causes constantly 
operating, and the wonder Is, not that we die, but 
rather that we live. 
You thus perceive the rea­ 
sonableness of the rule that requires undoubted 
proof that a crime has been committed before we 
concern ourselves as to Its author. 
Tliat this 
woman died raises not the slightest suspicion 
against anv one. and the law presumes that she 
died a natural death, and this presumption cannot 
be overthrown by slight proof or suspicion, but If 
overcomcTat all It must be by clear and satisfactory 
evidence that she was murdered by poison. If It 
Is doubtful as a matter of fact wh^hor or not this 
woman died a natural death, then we Instruct yon

an acquittal of the accused. But how much stronger 
the doubt when It Is born of confusion In the proof 
relied on by the Commonwealth to establish, not the 
guilty agency of the accused, bnt the vcrv crime It­ 
self, for If no crime has been committed no one can 
be punished. 
WHAT POISON f 
If this woman died from she effects of poison, 
criminally administered, what kind of poison 
was itr 
In reference to the medical defliii- 
Mon of a

If It be capable of destsoylng life It is of little Im­

Bat (says the Conunonweaitbl If both be Uken. 
either together or at snort intervaU, llle, In­ 
stead of being sbortened, will be prolonged, there­ 
fore two causes of death operating at the same time 
are less fatal than the separate action of either. 
U this be true, the aadltton of a doee of strychnU 
might restore the patient altogether. It has been 
hitherto snppoeed that a man with a spear through 
his heart oould not have bis condlUon Improved 
by patting a bullet tbrongh his head. Hence we 
think TOU should dismiss this branch of the caae, 
as either beyond all human comprehension, and, 
therefore, too subtle for application to invest Iga- 
tlona Involving human Ufe, or else ntterly. nntrue, 
for so for as we see the evidence and the dis­ 
coveries of science have gene, there Is not any

And first, the term ante-mortem means 
before death, so that when It is said that oertatn 
symptoms were ante-mortem It Is meant that while 
this woman lived the Indications of the disease 
were so and so, and when post-mortem appear­ 
ances are spoken of Is Intended tho appear­ 
ances the organs of this body presented after 
death.

AIKEN’S EXPERIMENTE. 
Professor Aiken is the chemist, and the result of 
hlH analysis a faint trace of prussic odd. This result 
was arrived at by two prooesses—one to discover 
the ttqnld, the other to discover the vapor of prus­ 
sic acid. Either the Profossor considers reliable, 
but the vapor process the most reliable of the two. 
The first gave to his satlaractlon a faint blue oolor: 
faint, he says, because the quantity of add present 
was 89 small that a decided deep blue conld not be 
obtained. The other process gave lilm a faint red; 
folnt also because of the extreme mlnutenesa of the 
ouanUty of acid present. The first process Is called 
the iron test, and yields prusslnn blue; the second 
Is called the sulphur test, and should give a blood 
red or bright red; 
but he admits that both 
were faint. There Is, however, a third test, 
known as the silver test, and this tno Profossor 
admits he did not make at all; so that two only of 
these tests were resorted to for the detection of 
prossle acid, and the results were very faint; what 
the third would have given we do not know. The 
counsel tor the prisoner contend with much earn­ 
estness that this chemical analysis, os made by Dr. 
Aiken, is inconclnsive, because It was not exhaus­ 
tive ; that sufficient carewas not taken to exclude 
foreign matter from the materials subjected to the 
process; that the analyst neglected to employ 
the 
most delicate of all the tests—the nitrate 
of 
sUver 
test; 
that 
he 
committed 
a 
grave 
mistake 
In 
using 
sulphuric 
acid In 
his distilling process. Further, that sulphuric acid 
was not necessary on the assumption of free prussic 
acid in the stomach; inasmuch as this acid has the

TRUE AND FALSE TESTS. 
It is quite impossible to doubt their accuracy. Wo 
canuot say to you that the law requires any num­ 
ber of tests. One, If clear, certain and conclusive, 
would suffice; for one reliable test would be of 
more 
value 
than 
many 
which 
are 
faint 
and 
Inconclusive. 
Bnt 
you 
will 
bear 
in 
mind 
that 
these 
tests, 
resulting 
Iti 
faint assurances of the presence of prussic acid, 
are the proofs offered to establish the corpus delicti 
In this case, and we have already told you that on 
this point the law requires that the evidence shall 
clearly and satlsfactorUy estebllah the fact. There 
must be neither halt nor doubt as to that m atter; 
the felonious death of this woman must bo proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt, or for all the purposes 
of this trial It Is not proved at all. 
If from any 
motives or for any reason (even the want of ma­ 
terials tor a further analysis, ás alleged by Dr. 
Aiken) 
the silver test 
was not made, 
so 
that we have 
no confirmation of tho faint 
results of tho 
tests actually made, we 
are 
In 
no 
better 
situation than 
If 
the 
deli­ 
cate silver test had never been known to Science. 
It was dne to science, to the administration of Jus­ 
tice, and, above all, to the prisoner whose 
life Is 
imperilled, that 
the silver test should have been 
made, and the materials so husbanded as to have 
permitted this to be done. Are yon satisfied with 
the conclusiveness of the mere color tests made, 
and can you say you are without a reasonable 
doubt as to this woman having died from prussic 
acid» 


THE SYMPTOMS. 
But, should you find yourselves perplexed 
and doubting, It is your duty to tnrn back and 
careftilly consider the ante-mortem symptoms, that 
IB, the symptoms exhibited by this woman during 
her last illness, and sec whether there were present 
anv of the ordinary and expected symptoms of 


disease, which has its seat ta the kidneys, sad 
MOMS dege^ration of these organs, and Incldenui- 
iv of the heart, liver and brain, weakening tne vital 
tonctlons, impoverishing the blood, enfeebling 
digestion, 
predisposing to sodden illness and 
eventnally to sudden death. 
Neither was the 
r 


ai marrow examined, and other portions 
the body. 
The nrinary bladder 
and Its 
contents were also passed by. There can be no 
doubt that a medico-legal examination of a dead 
body when the sole purpose In view is to estatdlsh 
the cause of death Is of small value unless exhaus­ 
tive; and as the examination In this case not only 
omitted some very important organs altogether, 
but, aa shown by the highest medical authority, 
even such as passed under view were rather exter­ 
nally inspected than critically examined, it Is 
impossible, under 
the 
weight 
of 
evidence, 
avoiding the conclusión that It 
affords little 
amjn^the^^e^rmiuatlon of the Issue, and cannot 


THE MORAL ETIDRNCE. 
We now turn to the only remaining branch of this 
case, the moral evidence, and subject It to your care, 
ful attention, and such comments as we feel It our 
duty to pass upon It. And we here repeat that If 
the evidence already passed In review before you 
has failed to prove saUsfactorily that this woman 
died from the effects of prussic acid, then the Com­ 
monwealth has foiled to prove that a murder waa 
committed bv any one. 
The corvma delicti has not 
been proved, and moral evidence, however sns- 
plclous, cannot aid the prosecntlon, for where no 
crime has been committed there can be no guilty 
agent. It Is alleged and proved that the prisoner 
purchased 
and 
had 
in 
his 
possession 
urusslc acid; 
but 
It 
mast be remembered 
by 
you that 
the 
prisoner 
Is a 
physician, 
and as this drug Is also used as a medicine, it was 
not only natural but even expected that he should 
keep the materials necessary to his calling in bis 
possession. Nor because he never explained tho 
use he was going to make of the aold should an In 
ference be drawn against him, tor it Is well known 
that physicians, when they do administer poisons 
as medicines, are very careral to conceal and never 
reveal the fact. On one occasion, In IHM. two phy­ 
sicians (both of them now deceased) consulted me 
as to the propriety, aa well as their duty, In ad­ 
ministering stryclinla in a desperate case of tetanus 
(lockjaw). It was given—the man died, but neither 
the man himself, his friends, nor the world, nor 
any but we 
three, ever knew that It had 
been given. 
Physicians do not speak of poison 
doses as they do ol a charge of calomel and Jalap. 
So that the fact of his purchasing and having 
poisonous drugs lu his possession amounts to Just 
nothing at all, and you would dlshouor yourselves 
were you to give It even a feather’s weight In de­ 
termining his guilt; for, were this permitted, It 
would be a reversion to that dark code prevailing 
hundreds of years ago, when a collar around lUs 
neck announced that Guerth, tho son of Beowulth, 
was the born thrall of Cedric the Saxon, and li 
was held for law that whosoever waa found nearest 
a dead body was deemed the murderer and he must 
disprove It. The civilization of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury, by Its amenities, has tempered and roflned tho 
barbarlsmaof the past, and permita no Imokward 
tread. That ho was her attending physician la only 
material In this, that It afforded opportunity to 
commit the crime If he purposed so to do. But If no 
crime has been committed—that la, if this woman 
died a natural death, and, as before oiiserved, tho 
law presumes she did, until It is unmistakably 
proved that she was poisoned—then this fact Is of 
no weight. Any other presumption would Involve 
the Whole medical fraternity lu constant peril; 
would be unreasonable, unjust and quite absurd. 
Because if physicians are to be suspected and tried 
for murder whenever there Is a sudden death, from 
causes not readily comprehended by the common 
mind, their position would be perilous Indeed. The 


rate fatallv by absorption Into the blood or not. If 
the substance criminally administered destroys life 
the accused Is tried on a charge of murder or mau- 
slaughter. “It Is not easy,” says Dr. Taylor, “to 
define the boundary between a medicine and a 
poison. It is usually considered that a medicine in 
a largo dose Is a poison, and a poison In a small 
dose Is a medicine. In the present case if this 
woman 
was 
poUoned, 
and 
death 
ensued 
therefrom, the substance used was pnisslc acid 
(aa we will hereafter e.xpluln), a poison the 
most rapid and speedy In Its results. All poisons 
have certain symptoms—that is, they produce cer­ 
tain effects upon the human system;” and to a 
medical Jurist a correct knowledge of the symp­ 
toms furnishes the chief evidence of poisoning m 
those cases in which persons are charged with 
their unlawful administration. 
Necessarily we 
must. In matters of tnis kind, depend for our In­ 
formation on the experience and wisdom of the 
learned in the medical profession, and we will 
therefore take the liberty of drawing largely from 
Dr. Taylor, an eminent London author and prac­ 
titioner, whose e.\ccllont work on medical Juris­ 
prudence Is now before ns. 
[Here the Judge quoted largely from that work, 
and especially laid great stress on the foUowing:] 
PRUSSIC ACID AS A POISON. 
S y m p to m s.—T his sc ld hM a h o t, b itte r ta ste a n d a n odor 
reaem b lln e b itte r alm o nd s d iiu .e d .

Here he described the symptoms. Insenslbllttr, 
, the eyes fixed and glistening, the pupils dilated 
and unaffected by light, limbs placid, skin cold and 
covered with clammy perspiration; there Is con­ 
vulsive breathing at long intervals, and the patient 
appears dead in the Intermediate period and the 
pulse Imperceptible. The respiration is slow and 
gasping and occasionally sobbing, generally con­ 
vulsive ; bnt when Insensibility is profound it may 
be stertorlous Convulsions of the limbs and body, 
with a spasmodic closure of the Jaw, are sometimes 
noticed among the symptoms. He stated that the 
smallest fatal dose will kill within one hour, and 
said that great authorities, such as Targii, Taylor, 
e( oL, called death by this acid death by llgbtning. 
THE LIHIITNINO DEATH. 
He then proceeded thus:—It appears that, ordl- 
narllv, we may expect death from the administra­ 
tion of prussic acid within an hour at most. This 
Is an Important fact which Is of immense value in . 
the determination of this case. We now turn to I 
the evidence which has lieen laid before you, and I 
see how far It sustains the theory of the Common- I 
wealth, that this woman died from the effects of ' 
prussic acid, criminally or otherwise admlnis 
tered; and If It Is found that the symptoms 
of the case are at variance with 
the recog­ 
nized indications of 
death 
from 
thU acid, 
It 
IS 
fair 
to 
presume, 
and 
It 
is 
your 
duty to believe, that death ensued from other 
causes, whether we are able to discover these 
causes or not. You win observe that we assume 
that If this woman died of poison It was prussic 
that she 


poisoning by prussic acid. On the morning of the 
27th of January, 180», the deceased presented a 
check at the bank, and while she had befcn com­ 
plaining before, this day she complains of heavi­ 
ness of cliest; she expected the prisoner and he 
came; be gave her a vomit and she threw up about 
ten o’clock the same morning; she was sensible, 
was lying In bed; became sleepy In the afternoon; 
she was undressed and went to bed, bnt would 
awake when spoken lo, although from this sleep 
she 
never awoke. 
You 
observe here 
that 
her 
disease 
commences 
after the vomiting, 
and if anv poison was administered It must have 
been done shortly after the vomiting, because if 
taken before It would have been elected from the 
stomach; yet. Immediately alter the vomiting, she 
became sleepy, and this fact sustains Dr. Kutlier- 
furd’s theory that she died a natural death, and wo 
must confess that with singular precision he seems 
to have hit in bis own way the cause of death. 
HELPED TO UNDRESS HEH8ELF. 
Still, She was sensible lu the evening; and assum­ 
ing that a fatal dose of pruasic acid liad been ad­ 
ministered she should hwve been dead before even­ 
ing, nay, before on hour, and If living, then the fol­ 
lowing symptomo would be expected—Inseuslbillty, 
eyes fixed and gUsteulng, pupils dilated and uuab 
fected by llaht, limbs flaccid, skin cold and covered 
eyes fixed and 
fected by llaht, 
with clammy perspiration, convulsive breathing at 
long Intervals and appearing dead between each 
breath, the pulse imperceptible, respiration slow, 
deep, gasping and may be heaving or subbing, and 
even convulsive. But the uucontradlcted proof 
shows the woman was sensible, aided somewhat to 
undress herself, and answered when spoken to. So 
that not one symptom of poisoning by prussic acid 
was present. 
Hut, assuming ner poisoned, she 
Bhonld be dead at feast by the morning of the 28th; 
for this would give sixteen hours for the deadly 
agent to do its work, and it ought to have proved 
fatal In one hour. But the morning of the 28th 
finds her still alive. Her appearance and symp­ 
toms on the 28t^ from morning nntil she died, os 
proven by Mrs. Parker and Dolly Turner, may be 
thus described:—She lay on her left side Insensible; 
respiration slow and laborious; temperature of 
body natural; skin rather moist; limbs warm, ex­ 
cept feet, which were cold; muscles relaxed; 
mouth partially open, some accnmulatton of saliva, 
rather pendant from Ita flaccidityto tho lips; 
pulse natural, a little excited. There is also the

add, altboush the Commonwealth claims 
died of another—to wit, morphia. In some IN'Its 
many forms, criminally administered 
by 
the 
prisoner, or that she (lied of both combined. 
But 
the post-mortem e.\ainliiattoii and chemical analy­ 
sis having failed lo reveal the presence of morphia 
lu any ol its forms, although diligently sought for 
by Professor Aiken, and the proof of sliowlng 
ctearly that It la more likely, or, at least, 
as 
likely, to 
be 
fonnd 
after 
twelve 
davs 
from 
death aa 
prussic acid, 
and 
there 
la 
not 
one 
partido 
of 
proof 
that 
any 
was given to her by the prisoner nor by any one 
else, nor that the symptoms ever fairly innicated 
Its presence. Yon are not Justified In as.sumlng lU , 
criminal admlulstratlon unless tho ante-mortem 
symptoms point so conclusively to morphia as to 
exclude all other causes of death-that Is, death bv 
natural disease.

In other words, excitation, which, had It been pres­ 
ent, conld not have escaped the observation of the 
attendants, and, besides, a fatal dose would likely 
bave produced death In a much shorter time than 
thirty boors. The theory of a double poison seems 
anomalona, repngnant, unreasonable and in con­ 
flict with ail science, experience and truth.

evidence of VVilllais Drew, who found her In an un­ 
conscious state; mouth open, drawn to one 
side: breathing hcavllv, short breaths, not natural, 
snores, occasionally very slight stoppage In her 
breathing, nose drawn somewhat to her left side, 
eyes closed all day, pulse irregular, became weaker 
nntll evening, when death ensued; her left band 
was cold and the right warm; feet cold as high as 
the instep. As these last mentioned symptoms 
point rather to apoplexy In one of its various forms 
than poisoning, we will again allude to them In an­ 
other branch of the cliarge. Now, If this woman 
was dying from the effects of prussic acid there 
should, tn addition to Insensibility, have appeared 
the 
expected 
symptoms 
of 
dilutecf 
pn- 
flaccld limbs, 
cold 
skin, and covered 
clammy perspiration, convulsive breathing 
at long Intervals and the appearance of death 
between, the pulse imperceptible and generally 
convulsive and spasmodic closure of the Jaws. 
Do you find present either on the 27th or 28th any 
of these expected symptoms of poisoning by prus­ 
sic acid save Insensibility, and that not even pro­ 
found until the 28th, the second day after the alleged 
administration of the poison? Now, the presence of 
Inseuslbillty as a symptom of poisoning by prussic 
add Is of very little value, because It attends

Then we turn from this to another branch 
of

of some 
natural 
cause of death, If peradventure it may be 
found, and If found, or reasonably suspected to 
have operated as a cause of death, tends still 
further to weaken the charge of poison. The testi­ 
mony of several scientific medical gentlemen of 
undoubted ability and experience shows that the 
symptoms detailed by the unskilled witnesses are 
well known characteristics of various forms 
of apoplexy, and especially the foot that the mouth 
and tongue of tIUs woman were drawn to one side, 
liidicaUng that common seqnence of apoplexy, 
hemlphlcgla, or paralysis of one side. Cou.sldcr 
that she was 
seventy years of age, fli^^shy, 
a hearty eater, was complaining of heaviness, 
wanted something to relieve this weight from her 
chest, was trying to walk It off, had sent for Dr. 
Schoeppe that very morning to prescribe for her re­ 
lief from this heavy and uneasy condition. It Is 
imposalble to overlook these significant focts, and, 
above all, the Important fact that by her own con­ 
fession she was a sick woman before she ever sent 
for Dr. Schoeppe, in whom she had ail confidence, 
and what scenes of tenderness passed between 
them we may never know. In connection with 
these Indications yon will look at the results of the 
post-mortem examination, as detailed by Dr. Con­ 
rad. It Is alleged by the prisoner that this was

Look Into the evidence of Professor Wood, 
Profossor

.vou see many diseases, so 
subtle, insidious and mysterious that even our 
country practltlouurs, skilled aa they are, fail to 
comprehend. We are anxious to avoid casting any 
reflections on this large class of honorable and use- 
inl men, yet they are not expected to grapple with 
all tho “Ills that flesh is heir to,” because tiielr 
opportunities are not equal to the learned 
gentlemen, professors from medical Institutions, 
where time and opportunities are afforded for 
the 
most 
thorough 
research 
ahd examina­ 
tion 
In 
largo 
hospltols 
filled 
with 
great 
numbers of the sick and dying; thus ftirnlshtng 
every conceivable form of disease, where human 
subjects are hourly dissected, ami no pains are 
Biiared to ferret out the manifold causes of death. 
Tliese country and village practitioners do their 
ftill measnre of duty; and while, like the asteroids, 
they shine with no remarkable brilliancy, still fill 
up tho blanks of nature and secure the equilibrium. 
PldEON POISONING. 
With these large advantages in favor of the pro­ 
fessors in medical colleges, It would be strange If 
they lailed to give you more ll^ht than men with 
more limited opportunities 
Dr. Hannan, lor want of opportunities, honestly 
example, what 


supposed could be done, to wit—poison a pigeon 
with opium or narcotic poison—Professor wood 
swears, from actual experiment, cannot be done at 
alU With these lads In view you will determino 
for yourselves the value and reliance to be placed 
upon that good old gentleman's testimony, well 
and honestly meant, but with an error of fact per­ 
vading the whole, as also Its comatose delivery. 
The evidence of Mr. Eckels, offered by tho Common­ 
wealth, proves that the evening before this wo­

Had any portion of 
the theory of the CommouwcaUh been correct, that 
this prisoner purposed murder. Is It likely that he 
would have showu these apparent signs of distress? 
Nor would he have been anxious to call In 
another physician, 
as 
tlie proof shows he 
was; he 
seems, 
so far as we 
can see, to 
have concealed nothing. Then there arc, in addi­ 
tion minute items of evidefice offered by the 
commonwealth, such as the prisoner having been 
seen running Instead of walking down stairs on the 
evening of the 27th of January, 186»; also the 
woman’s story as to the deceased looking at the 
eclipse; fears expressed to Hannan and other Items 
gatiiered up from vague recollections of wltnosses, 
which, taken separately, amount to Uttle, and 
altogether scarcely Justlly suspicion. 
THE W ILL OP HISS STEINECKB 
has been given in evidence to show inducement or 
motive to commit the crime. We draw your atten­ 
tion to the remarkable power the Commouwealth 
seems to possess over this will as an Instru­ 
ment of evidence in this: she offered It as a forged 
will, 
and 
when 
the Court rejected 
It 
for 
the reason that it was a forgery the Commonwealth 
then offered the same will as genuine. How does 
It happen that tlie Commouwealth can prove this 
will false or true, Just as her case requires ? If it is 
forged It IB not genuine. It Is not false, for It cannot 
be true and false at the same time. “The law sanc­ 
tions no war of which the manifesto is false off its 
foce.” (2 Casey, Cox vs. Cox.) Even iEsop, in his 
fable, makes the barbarous Satyr drive from his 
cave the gnest who, with the same breath, blow 
both hot and cold. 
THE RELATIVES AS BODY-WATCHERS. 
We draw your attention to the fact that 
when, on the *J8th January, 1869, this lady died 
In Carlisle, It was not deemed necessary, sud­ 
den as was her decease, to invoke a Coroner's In­ 
quest, It being the special duty of that body to in­ 
vestigate 
the 
cause 
of death 
If suspicions 
were aroused; bnt ou the contrary the corpse waa 
taken to Baltimore city by some of her kins­ 
men, who had witnessed her death scene, without 
a whisper of foul play, and when it arrived there 
it was not deemed necessary to Investigate 
the cause of death until this will was produced 
before the Register of that city. Then you will 
observe that suspicions were entertained, and 
what la remarkable above all Is the fact that In­ 
stead of intrusting this most important and special 
duty to the proper aud Impartial officers of that 
city, 
private persons were quietly employed 
In Its execution, so that no official eye rested ou a 
single move made In that direction. This is a 
feature of the case that ought not to escape yonr 
observation.

The opinions of 
some of the honored Fathers of the Republic 
are cited in support of the one-term principle; 
but while the accepted sayings of these vene­ 
rated men are moral and terse enough to form 
model texts for writing-book copies, they are 
not always exactly adapted to the present 
times. This may bo a proper subject for re­ 
gret and may reflect upon the honesty and 
virtue of the age we live in ; but it is, never­ 
theless, on undeniable fact 
The gallant 
Henry Clay, the darUng of tho old whig school, 
and Senator Benjamin F. Wade, the pet of the 
old abolition school, are both put on the stand 
08 witnesses, whose testimony is powerful 
against the doable term ; bat it is just possi­ 
ble that their evidence may be slightly biased 
by their sense of ttie foUy of the American 
people in failing to appreciate their own claims 
to at least a single term in the White House. 
In the dizzy whirl of the campaign and in 
the constant springing up of more exciting 
i.ssues the anti-renomination cry had recently 
lost something of its force until the parting 
words of Senator Sumnor recalled it to men’s 
minds. That scholarly pleader in the cause of 
liberal reform regards that attempt at political 
regeneration 
a 
mere sham which 
does 
not 
include 
tho 
fundamental 
principle 
of a single Presidential term. 
According 
to him, the President no sooner gets into 
office than ho is framing and bending the 
power of the whole civil service to the accom­ 
plishment of a renomination by his party. 
The pretence of an honest competitive exam­ 
ination for all applicants for office Iilr. Sum­ 
ner regards as a delusion and a snare, while 
the Executive, who has, after all, the appoint­ 
ing power, is measnring in his own mind the 
qualification of every candidate by the stand­ 
ard of his fidelity to the succession. 
The 
Massachusetts Senator nphold.s, on Christian 
grounds, the one-term principle, for does not 
the most beautiful prayer ever uttered by an 
inspired heart teach us to pray “Lead us not 
into temptation?” and Mr. Snmner sees a 
terrible temptation to a President to advance 
his ambitious aims by the improper use of 
the federal patronage. Indeed, he traces to 
the want of this rule all the ills that civil- 
service flesh is heir to. 
The President, as 
soon as ho has taken the constitutional oath for 
the first four years, is pictured by him as 
making his selections for office not by the 
good Jeffersonian 
rule, "Is he honest? 
is he capable? 
is he faithful to 
the 
constitution?” 
but 
under the 
inspira­ 
tion 
of 
the teat, 
” Is 
he 
faithful 
to re-election?” This failing, says Mr. Sum­ 
ner, all merit fails. What follows? Every 
office-holder, from highest to lowest, according 
to his influence, becomes propagandist, fugle­ 
man, whipper-in, under the direction of Cab­ 
inet Ministers, beads of bureaus and Custom 
House collectors. If a dishonest revenue offi­ 
cer, paymaster or clerk embezzles the public 
money, the fault is overlooked because he is in 
fovpr of the ^nomination of his chief. The 
evil grows in proportion as the J ^ J ^ ^ term 
draws near, and at last we are called upon to' 
witness such scenes as marked the republican 
conventions while “Tom Murphy was acting 
as the Collector of New York and lieutenant of 
the President,” or as manifested themselves 
in the North Carolina election. All this start 
ling picture is painted by Senator Snmner’s 
artistic brush in glowing colors on the canvas 
of a Presidential double term. 
There is a great deal of political onot and 
claptrap about all partisan campaign cries, 
and while we do not question Mr. Sumner’s 
honesty and sincerity, we are compelled to re­ 
gard the one-term clamor as of this character. 
The politicians who have raised it would 
no doubt be very glad if a President after 
their own hearts was a candidate for re- 
election with as fair a prospfict of snccess as 
lies before General Grant The people under­ 
stand this well enongh, and they are learning 
more and more year after year of the frauds 
and deceptions practised upon them by politi­ 
cal parties. 
The pending campaign has given 
them a clearer insight than was ever before 
afforded them into the tricks of which they 
are made the victims. For some time they 
have been taught to believe that all the parity, 
intelligence and virtue in the body politic 
vested in the republican party, and what 
names have been more honored in that party 
than those of Greeley, Snmner, Banks, Trum­ 
bull, Farnsworth, Sprague and others now 
associated with them in their new departure I 
Yet they now learn for the first time from the 
regular republican prophets what false gods 
they have for years been called npon to fall 
down and worship. They are told that Gree­ 
ley has been all along a disunion traitor, and 
is now a half-crazed visionary; that Gratz 
Brown is a boozy dmnkard; that Fenton is 
almost a convict; Schnrz a villain. Banks a 
timeserver, Kilpatrick a debauched rowdy, 
Trumbull a corrupt public officer and a falsifier, 
Sumner a false and malicious knave, Depew

Farnsworth, Sprague, Julian, Hickman, Pal­ 
mer, Alvord, Littlejohn, Hutchins, Chief Jos- 
tioe Chase, Judge Uarris and Judge Davis no 
better than they should be. Turning to the 
other republican side the people are astonnded 
to hear of the moral, social and political turpi­ 
tude of the President, whose many virtues they 
were taught to reverence four years ago, and 
horrified to discover the vile character of all 
his family connections. They are assured by 
the liberals that BontweU, Blaine, Colfax, 
Dawes, B ^ham , Qfrfleld.

Hampshire, Soofleld, KeDey of Pennsylvania, 
Eliot, Fowler and last, not least, Wilson of 
Massaohosetts, candidate for the Vice Presi- 
denoy. were all bought up in Congress by the 
Union Paoiflo Railroad job. by bribes at the 
rate of two thousand to three thousand shares 
eaob, making them no better than the oorrupt 
representatives who yearly fatten on the 
legislative 
plunder 
at 
Albany. 
When

tbinit of the fraud practised upon them for 
the past twelve years ? As to the unfortunate 
democrats, their bad character was so satisfac­ 
torily established in the war that they cannot 
be said to have been sailing nnder false colors 
until they undertook to bring their pirate 
craft into port with the ensign of Commodore 
Greeley flying at the fore. This campaign ex­ 
perience serves to show how little reliance can

upon the popular wilL No person can pre­ 
tend that tho country suffered by the double 
terms of Washington, Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe or Andrew Jackson, and few will 
deny the prudence and justice of giving Abra­ 
ham Lincoln the opportunity to complete the 
work of reunion at which he had so faithfully 
labored. In like manner, if the oommercial 
and financial interests of the country deem it

in order that the peace and prosperity 
ho has given the country for the past four 
years may continue, without the risk insepa­ 
rable from a change of administration, can 
Mr. Sumner and his friends advance any sound

tepublioan anteoedents, and that its voice wfll 
decide in fovor of the regular party candldatea 
by an oldrfoshioned vote. There is no leascn 
to donbt that General Grant is as strong tbete 
to-day aa ha was in 1868, when be reeeived 
twenty-six thousand majority. The republioan 
State ticket was elected that year by about 
eighteen thousand majority, and that is the 
least oontribution to the administration oanse 
now asked and confidently expected by the re- 
pubUoon party.

They will

an independent coarse free (torn the control of 
the political managers who at present surround 
him. In so far, then, as the effort of the 
dominant political party to secure the succes­ 
sion either for the incumbent or a politician 
of their own school equally reliable is calcu­ 
lated to cripple and palsy the arm of the gov­ 
ernment, it is 
decidedly an evil;

creasing patronage, and thus removing that 
high position from the corrupt and selfish 
scramble of the professional politicians and 
chronic office-seekers of the coimtry. It is 
unquestionable that the power and influence 
of the federal patronage threaten to become 
perilous to republican institutions, and the 
day is not distant when the people will clamor 
for its curtailment If Congress, which is the 
real and immediate representative of the 
conntry, possessed through independent ma­ 
chinery the appointing power, we should have 
no more such heated, violent and demoralizing 
Presidential campaigns as that which is now 
dangerously agitating os at home and degrad­ 
ing us in the eyes of foreign nations. A sub­ 
stantial civil service reform under our present 
system is, os Mr. Snmner says,, a sham. In 
the absence of that let ns have a-di.stribntion of 
patronage that shall leave niv ringle office with 
the anti-republican and thrwitening power that 
now attaches to that of President of the United 
States.

To-day the State of Maine adds her voice to 
those that have already spoken directly on 
their State issues, but indirectly on the more

The result is looked for with some 
anxiety by the politicians; for a sharp cam­ 
paign has been prosecuted on both sides, and 
each party has some hope that the trial will 
terminate to its advantage. 
The liberal 
candidate has been on the field in per­ 
son, and his pilgrimage is confidently re­ 
garded by his friends as having been produc­ 
tive of good; certainly the only political 
speech he ventured to make was well-timed 
and happy. On the administration side the 
blond, persuasive candidate for the Vice Presi­

figure will be materially cut down; in Csot, 
that the administration majority in Maine, 
Uke that in North Carolina, will be so dwin­ 
dled as to be equivalent to a defeat; but 
we were promised some such result in Ver­ 
mont, althongh not so confidently, and the 
close of the polls left the *repnblican strength 
unshaken. While we do not regard the Maine 
election of to-day as any more decisive of the

We publish in the Hwrat.d to-day a letter 
from Hon. Charles Hale, Assistant and Acting 
Secretary of State, enclosing a communication 
from Mr. John Livingstone, of Listowell 
Canada, the brother of Dr. David Livingstone, 
forwarded to the Department through Mr. 
Freeman N. Blake, the United States Consul 
at Hamilton. Mr. John Livingstone, while 
conveying to the H era ld and to the leader of 
the Search Expedition, through that official 
source, his congratulations on the successful 
issue of the enterprise, takes occasion to ex­ 
press “the most implicit confidence in the 
statements” of both, and adds:—“I can assure 
you that Dr. Livingstone holds the American 
government and people in the highest estima­ 
tion, principally on account of the late aboli­ 
tion of slavery in the United States; and I 
trust that his persistent efforts to check the 
nefarious traffic in slaves in Africa will be 
crowned urith success. ’ ’ We presume that Mr. 
John Livingstone adopted this formal mode 
of forwarding his communication 
in view 
of the apparently stubborn unbelief of a 
small portion of the American press in the 
relief expedition and all relating to it, down 
to the point of incredulity in the existence of 
such a person as Mr. John Livingstone, of 
Liatowell, Ontario, in the New Dominion. We 
are correspondingly grateful to that gentleman 
for the precaution he has taken to forestall 
the efforts of the enterprising jonmalists who 
have imposed npon themselves the duty of 
testing the gennineness of all the H e ra ld cor­ 
respondence on the subject, and who would 
doubtless have been speedily on his track to 
ascertain the authenticity of his letter had it 
reached os in the ordinary manner. 
As it 
comes backed by the endorsement of the effi­ 
cient Consul at Hamilton and the accom­ 
plished Assistant Secretary of State at Wash­ 
ington we presume it will be accepted, even if 
grudgingly accepted, as a sufficient proof that 
the brother of Dr. Livingstone in Canada 
unites with the son of the explorer in Eng­ 
land, the British Foreign Office, the Royal 
Geographical Society and Queen Victoria her­ 
self in differing with the profound authorities 
who pronounce the Livingstone letters forge­ 
ries, and deny that the Doctor was ever dis­ 
covered by Stanley at all 
When the H erald fitted ont its Livingstone 
Search Expedition it had two objects in view: — 
First, to carry relief to the renowned explorer, 
in the confidence that the nimors of his death 


ment in his unprotected condition, and in jhe

it needed only ^ n e r^ imd 
courage to follow the ^ c k he haá^únué<jríó 
find him, if living, or, in the sadder event, to 
obtain certain proof of his death; and, second, 
to secure the credit and advantage that would 
assuredly follow success in snch an enterprise. 
Any person who may be so disposed, is at lib­ 
erty to reverse the order of these motives and 
to make the more selfish one predominate. We 
shall not quarrel with such critics, bat shall 
be content to regard their judgment as the 
natural product of their minds. 
It is enough 
for us that in both instances our most san­ 
guine anticipations have been realized. 
The 
assistance that was fortunate enough to reach 
Dr. Livingstone in the wilds of Africa ar­ 
rived 
none 
too 
soon. 
It 
found him 
baffled, worried, defeated; a «mere ruckle of 
bones;” feeling os if he was dying on his feet, 
and with destitntion in that inhospitable wil­ 
derness staring him in the face. It snpplied 
his immediate necessities, enabled him to re­ 
sume the work to which he has unselfishly de­ 
voted his life, left him in comparative ease and 
comfort, and secured the forwarding of sup­ 
plies and help sufficient to insure him in. the 
future against the disappointments and suffer­ 
ings he bos ondergone in the past We leave 
others to estimate the credit due to tho 
H erald for its share in the enterprise, so well 
carried to a snccessful issue by its faithful and 
daring leader. 
The honor we covet finds 
happy expression in Conanl Blake’s letter to 
Acting Secretary Hale—the honor that can be 
justly claimed for “the expedition Instituted 
by American enterprise.” The discovery of 
Dr. Livingstone not only shows what indi­ 
vidual American spirit can accomplish, bnt 
proves the real power of the American press. 
Independent American jonmalism will here­ 
after occupy a higher position in tho esti­ 
mation of foreign nations, and its useful­ 
ness, value and intelligence will no longer be 
measured by the standard of parti.san organs. 
Indications have already been given that the 
lesson will have its effect npon onr own jour­ 
nalists, in the ovowal of an independent posi­ 
tion by some of our leading political jour­ 
nals. The unfortunate bitterness of tho pres­ 
ent Presidential campaign has, it is true, tem­ 
porarily checked this commendable spirit; but 
after the election is over there is a fair pros­

We regard the triumph of the Livingstone Ex­ 
pedition not ae the triumph of the HaaAi4> 
alone, Imt of the whole Amerioan press, and 
not the least gimtitying of its eifoots is the im­ 
pulse it has given to the promised improve­ 
ment in the eharaoter of American journalism. 
T h « is one point, however, rocaUed to 
notice by Mr. John Livingstone, which, while 
it did not enter into any oalonlation of the 
probable issues of the H mbald Search Expedi­ 
tion when the enterprise was set afoot, may 
prove one of its most important results. In 
all his letters—in those to the H mbald, to the 
Royal Geographical Society, to the Foreign 
Office and to members of his fomily—Doctor 
Livingstone is earnest in his exhortations to 
the civilized world to stretch forth its strong 
arm over the suffering Africans and snatch 
them from the horrors of slavery in the most 
hideons of its revolting forms. 
‘T tmst,” 
says his brother, “that his persistent, efforts 
to check the nefarious traffic in slaves in 
Africa wiU be crowned with snccess.” This 
Christian object is no doubt uppermoet in the 
mind of the missionary and explorer, who, in 
his sorrowing over “man’s inhumanity to 
man," awards a crown of honor to the Ameri­ 
can people for their abolition of slavery in the 
United States, without pausing to inquire 
how far the blacks owe thek liberty to the 
uncertain chances of politics and war. The 
seed he planted in the letters sent home by the 
leader of the H eba ld Search Expedition has 
already home some frnit, in moving the 
British government to the more energetic ac­ 
tion on the African coast recently announced 
in the Queen’s speech to Parliament But the 
subject will not be suffered to rest there. We 
have confidence that philanthropic men in aU 
nations will soon take it up and make an 
effort to accomplish some practical work to­ 
wards the uprooting of the inhuman system 
in the interior of Africa, as weU as for its 
check on the coast There are indirect means, 
however, os well as dkect means, by which 
slavery can bo driven from this stronghold. 
The extension of trade into the regions trav­ 
elled by Livingstone would do more than 
armies to remove the evil, and in this respect 
the Stanley expedition may have worked a 
good not anticipated for it The success of 
one resolute, practical man, and the plain 
statement of his experience, will tempt ad­ 
venture more than all the essays that could be 
written in a dozen years. Despite his energy 
and perseverance, Dr. Livingstone has been 
looked upon as a scientific explorer, and ordi­ 
nary men, who would hesitate before they fol­ 
lowed on the track he might indicate in 
search of profitable ventures, would strike 
out boldly in the path pointed out by such a 
traveller as Stanley. If Livingstone had re­ 
mained in Africa two years longer unaided 
and unheard of, even if he had lived to 
return home, the good work now hoped 
for 
would 
at 
best 
have 
been 
so 
long 
delayed. 
But we even 
question 
whether the story he would then have had to 
tell would have worked any practical good in 
this important direction. The scientiflo fea­ 
tures of his labors would have engrossed pub­ 
lic attention and the eveiy-day facts would 
have been overlooked in admiration of the 
genius and devotion of the explorer. Stanley’s 
snccessfnl expedition is of an entirely different 
character. He brings back information of the 
existence of a horrible traffic, which is going 
on every day and which can be stopped with 
comparative ease. He tells of riches in store 
for adventurers as tempting as the golden 
promises of the mines. He offers in his own 
person the proof that the land can be travelled 
in safety and that the natives ore harmless and 
tractable. We shall be mistaken if his expe­ 
rience and his story do not induce many of 
those bold spirits who are always ready to 
strike for fortune throngh difficult paths to 
seek the wilds of Africa for their easily 
gathered treasures. Who shall say how soon 
commerce and civilization will stretch from 
the coast into the interior of the land in which 
Livingstone is to-day again shut out from the 
world, driving slavery before them more

Special advices from Japan and China, dated 
in Hiogo July 31, Yokohama August 5, and 
Shanghae July 5, famish a detail of current 
events and of the bearing and tendency of the 
diplomacy in the far Eastern empires.

The 
traffic in. coolies remains exceedingly active, 
Chinese and Japanese being stimulated to en­ 
gage in the trade by Europeans, who move, 
tor the most pnrt, under the Portuguese flag. 
The imperial Japanese relations toward Corea 
remained in an exceedingly mffled condition, 
indicative of speedy war. 
His Imperial High­ 
ness the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia was 
anxiously expected in Japan.

On Saturday Ust. for example 
there was in the gay capital of “William the 
Victorions*’ a grand mUitary parade in honor 
of hia imperial visitors, the Ozar Alexander of 
Easaia and Frands Jooeph of Anstria, whow 
with the Emperor William, appeared in ooaa- 
mand at the heed of their reepeetive honomrj 
regiments in the Pmssian servioe; and tha 
parade was witnessed by an imtnftTyn» ooa- 
oourse of people. And the eldest son of tha 
Crown Prince, Master Frederick Williaoi, 
wore on the oooasion the Order of St Andrew, 
conferred on him that very morning by tha 
Czar. 
In the evening there was a Court 
dinner at the imperial palace, at which tho 
Emperor William gave the toast of hospitality, 
«Onr Guests;” and the Emperor of Anstria 
gave “The Health of the German Emperor and 
His Family;” and the Ozar gave “The Valiant 
German Army.” And then there was a torob- 
light procession, with the playing of the Prua- 
sian tattoo by 1,124 mnsioians, selected from 
the bands of all toe German regiments, and 
there were four hundred toroh-beorers, and tho 
city was brilliantly illuminated, and the streets 
were thronged with people, and two yonng 
German princes were made by the Czar Field 
Marshals in the Rnssian army; and, in shorty 
there never was before in Berlin snoh a grand 
oooasion, snch royal festivities, snoh manifes­ 
tations of imperial brotherly love, or snoh a 
glorious time to potentates, soldiers, oiviliana 
and toe populace. 
But toe only really important events of the 
day were, first, the business interview bo- 
tween His Excellency Prince Bismarck and 
His Imperial Majesty the Czar; and, second, 
toe private consultation of two hours between 
toe German Chancellor 
and the Russian 
Prince Chancellor Gortschakoff. 
And tha 
only questions in connection with all these 
aforesaid proceedings in the gay city of Berlin 
of any consequence to Europe are the ques­ 
tions which, doubtless, were broached in these 
Russian oonsnltations with Prince Dismarok 
touching toe objects of this imperial confer­ 
ence. 
The gorgeous festivities, meantime^ 
which have marked the welcome of the im­ 
perial guests of toe German Emperor, recall 
toe royal carnival of the allied sovoreigns. 
“toe Holy Alliance,” at Vienna, of 1815. Tho 
enthusiastic Dr. Abbott, the great laudator td 
the First Napoleon, has recorded of this 
Vienna Congress that the allied sovereigns 
thereof had been for months quarrelling over the 
spoils of reconquered Enrope, when on the oc­ 
casion of a grand ball of the Prince Talley­ 
rand they heard of toe escape of the “Little 
Corporal” from toe island of Elba. 
“ One 
hundred thousand distinguished strangera 
were attracted by the splendors of toe oocar 
sion at Vienna within the walls of that vo­ 
luptuous capital 
Eighty thousand of toe 
most brilliantly dressed soldiers of the allied 
armies formed toe magnificent cortége for this 
crowd of princes and kings. Seven hundred 
ambassadors or envoys participated in the de­ 
liberations of those haughty conquerors, who 
had now again placed their feet npon the 
necks of the people. The regal revellers re­ 
lieved toe toils of diplomacy with feasting and 
dancing and all Inxnrions indulgences. 
The 
Emperor of Austria defrayed the expenses of 
this enormons hospitality, of which the im­ 
perial table alone was maintained at an ex­ 
pense of twenty-five thousand dollars a day.” 
Bat that startling news of the escape of the 
“Little Corporal’ ’ from nis island cage changed 
these gay doings at Vienna into serious busi­ 
ness; and with a declaration against Napoleon 
as a usurper and an outlaw, and witii a joint 
resolution to put him down and put him out, 
toe royal Congress at Vienna was broken up 
and dispersed to look after that little man whob 
single-handed, had dared again to defy them 
all, including the Bourbon on his throne. 
And now looking behind these splendid hos­ 
pitalities of Berlin to these consaltations be­ 
tween Bismarck, the Czar and Gortschakoff; 
“What shall we do with. 
is again toe '^ain gestión. As in 
the early months of 1815, we have now a Na- 
poleon ^ 
perial allies at Berlin is certainly not “How 
shall we put him down or keep him out?” but 
is rather ‘ ‘How shall we get him back ? ” if Nor- 
poleon enters at all into the heads of these 
three men, who, as the arbiters of Europe, 
have taken his place. We apprehend that M 
strong hand upon France is among the pur­ 
poses of this imperial meeting. Tho peace of 
France now hangs upon the life or the whim 
of President Thiers, and he is a very old 
man. In losing toe guiding hand of Thiers 
France may plunge into war again with Ger­ 
many, and set all Europe in ablaze. She 
most be bound over to keep the peace. 
We have already in these columns repeat­ 
edly offered suggestions as to the probable 
qnestioas which will come nnder the consid- 
eration of the three Emperors during their 
sojourn in Berlin. We have referred to the 
readjustment of territory ond the rectification 
of frontiers brought about by the late Franco- 
German war. We have alluded to the Inter­ 
national as an institution most likely to receive 
attention. We have shown that Russia has 
strong reasons for seeking to undo the treaty 
provisions of 1S56. It is more than probable 
that each of these questions, in so far as they 
affect toe interests, real or supposed, of the 
three Emperors, will be considered and, as far 
as is possible, satisfactorily arranged. In some 
quarters we notice that grave suspicions are 
entertained that the Kingdom of lUly and the 
future of toe Papacy will come in for a large 
amount of imperial attention. It ia knowa 
that the Rnssian government, through Poland, 
has had for years serious trouble wdth the 
Holy 
See, 
and 
it 
is 
matter of his­ 
tory that 
latterly 
Russia 
has 
adopted 
severe measures for the purpose of putting 
down Romish influence in what she holds of 
the old Sarmatian Kingdom. We know that 
there is estrangement between Anstria and 
Rome; and the attitude and action of the 
Berlin government toward Rome are known 
to every newspaper reader. 
In the German 
States immediately nnder the control of Pro»- 
sia toe Jesnits have been di.sinherited; and 
Bismarck, we know, has stated that in the 
next Papal election Germany intends to make 
her influence felt These are facta known to 
sU the world. What the Emperors intend to 
do we know not, nor do we pretend to know. 
AU we «en wy .for the preMat kx thet in weft- 
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in ngtfdto the fatore of the Papaej, and that 
«noh anangementa wiU be made that while 
the Pope will retain hia Uberty and his apixit- 
nal authority within certain limits, he wiU no 
longer be able to give any serioos annoyanoe 
to the governments of Europe. The ftiture of 
•the Papacy is one of the nicest questions of this 
nineteenth century, and it remains to be seen 
whether the Emperors .can 
do anything 
towards its final and satis&ctory solution.

Murder by poison has proved to be the most 
powerful of all modes of "taking off” in at­ 
tracting interest to the trials resulting there- 
ftom. The insidioosneae, the deliberateness, 
the devilish knowledge—above all, the mysteri- 
ousness of the crime, drape it in every garb 
that can win the morbid to its study. How, in 
old times, the fear that it inspired made it a 
sister to witchcraft and a son of alchemy need 
not be narrated. 
Brinvilliers or Lucrezia 
Borgiarepresentsit in a later stage; romancists 
of the thrilling school seized upon it, and with 
these and the Medici it rales a realm of 
ghastly ffction that might easily develop 
an 
old 
lady’s 
dyspepsia 
into 
mania. 
In our own times it cidls a new element to its 
aid—namely, science. The murder is the vul­ 
gar crime, the surrounding circumstances fur­ 
nish the romance; but science comes or is 
supposed to come, and with tests and reagents 
brings it back to a commonplace matter of 
books and opinions. 
We have had great 
poison trials, and the result, in fkoe of aU the 
technicality empl(^ed, has been doubt to the 
public mind. Professors have come forward 
and sworn to the presence of such and such a 
poison in the body, and doctors have deposed 
to the ante-mortem symptoms as those pro­ 
duced by the poisons named. Here was Death 
grasping the prisoner by the throat Pres­ 
ently another professor comes forward and 
awears that the tests applied were fallacious, 
and another doctor comes to dex>ose that the 
«ymptoms were not those produced by the 
poison at all. Science we believe in. It must 
be exact or be valueless, and hence where in­ 
exactitude is shown Death loosens his clutch 
upon the throat of the prisoner. It is, then, 
natural that doubt should still remain in the 
proportion of the disproof being positive or 
reaching only the Scotch intermediary of "not 
proven. ’ ’ This was the lesson of the Wharton- 
Ketchum trial; and Providence alone can be 
thanked for the train of circumstances that 
made Paul Sohoeppe’s innocence a tangible 
realily. 
All this shows that a criminal looseness in 
the mode of dealing with such cases is the 
rule in the very first stages of the inquiry, 
^ e exhumation, around which, in such cases, 
«very legal safeguard should be placed, can be 
done without authority. 
The post-mortem 
«nd analysis can be entrusted to the first village 
doctor and third-rate toxicologist at hand. 
Trom these first steps all the after evils flow. 
Poison may in the flrst place be either forced 
into the body or developed by the so-called 
tests. The doctor half does his work; the pro­ 
fessor does less, and yet these individuals, evolv­ 
ing poison from their moral self-consciousness, 
will swear in the strongest Latin and Greek 
derivatives that poison was administered and 
foTind. The terribly uphill task of bringing 
«11 this misstatement and dogged, egotistical 
ignorance back to the groundwork of unas­ 
sailable fáct has been demonstrated time and 
«gain. 
Its 
importance 
to 
society 
can 
never be lost sight of; for the prisoner at the 
bar represents society at the mercy of scientiflc 
quacks and ignoramuses as much as the dead 
body represents society at the mercy of the 
poisoner. This is a terrible fact to look in 
the íáce. 
It is one of the morals of the latest 
poison tnal. What we want to help set mat­ 
ters right in such cases is a sacred govern­ 
mental guardianship of the dead and an as- 
flurance that nothing but positively the highest 
Icnown scientific skill shall be brought to bear 
in pronouncing upon the presence or absence 
of poison in the exhumed body. 
From this grim view of the subject we may 
lum a while to the romantic or lay side of the 
late trial. It is the story of a maiden of sev­ 
enty summers, buxom and active she is said 
to have been, who became enamored of a good- 
looking young doctor. The snow-capped pas­ 
sion of this susceptible old damsel took the 
direction of marriage, and while the flame 
played around her ancient heart she made

The long his­ 
tory of the trials tells the rest Popular fury, 
medical ignorance, a prejudiced Bench, some 
«Uege, brought Paul Schoeppe to death’s 
door, and at length the pure light of science, 
breaking through aU the mists, shows him the 
•way out of prison and into the fortune which 
was bequeathed him. Leaving the relatives 
«side, we may return to the two central figures 
of the story. Their respective ages made it an 
vmusual thing for a contract of marriage to be 
entered into; but such things have been, as 
many a voraciously expectant relative of 
wealthy maidenhood has told ere now. Some­ 
times it arises on the old maid’s side from

As these beautifhl Fall days shorten the 
month and bear us nearer toward its end our 
city churches begin to fill up with their accus­ 
tomed patrons and to wear their usual appear­ 
ance. Our sermon reports to-day speak of 
largo congregations and-well filled churches 
yesterday, and in some eloquent sermons were 
deUvered. S t Patrick’s Cathedral and S t 
Stephen’s Roman Catholic church and the 
Church of the Holy Trinity are especially no­ 
ticed as having been crowded, or, at least well 
filled with attentive and interested wor­ 
shippers. In the Catholic churches yesterday 
was commemorated as the natal day of the 
Virgin Mother of the man Christ Jesus, and 
as such was particularly noticed by Dr. 
McOlynn, in St Stephen’s, and by Rev. 
Father Kearney, in the Cathedral It was, 
as Dr. McQlynn declared, a startling revelation 
made by the angel to the Virgin "that the 
Saviour of the human race was about to take 
flesh; that while still remaining God’s own 
uncreated Word He should become the gentle 
Son of the Holy Virgin.” She was, therefore, 
blessed among women, and it is in keeping 
with Gk)d’s own plan and in fulfilment of 
prophecy, the Doctor afltaned, that she should 
be venerated. The reverend Doctor cannot 
understand how those professing to be Chris­ 
tians can so persistently refuse to honor the 
mother of the Saviour. 
And while they 
‘admit that the Son of God became man and 
was bom of a woman, they will not admit that 
the mother who bore Him was the Mother of 
God.” The Doctor’s own words here quoted 
might give a sufficient reason for this. He but 
recites 
what 
the 
Bible 
declares, 
that 
the 
Son 
of God "became man,” and 
the 
"man” only, 
not 
the 
God, was 
bom of the Virgin. According to Dr. McGlynn 
the Blessed Virgin "is our best intercessor, and 
in her efficacy with her Son sinners find a 
consolation that leads to sorrow for sin and 
reconciliation with God.” 
Father Keamey 
considered that Mary was the purest of God’s 
creatures, and is entitled to respect and honor— 
not, indeed, in the sense in which we honor 
and respect the memory or the name and fame 
of distinguished individuals. 
He would honor 
her “in unison with the Blessed Trinity.” 
When Jesus, about to be cracified, handed 
over Mary to the affection and care of the be­ 
loved disciple John, "He really entrusted all o- 
us in the some special manner to the pro­ 
tection of Mary. 
She is all-powerful with 
Christ, noWf>in heaven, and there is nothing 
that she asks of her beloved Son but He is 
willing to grant.” The lesson drawn, there­ 
fore, is that every one should pray to the 
Mother to intercede with her Son for His bless 
ings upon us. 
Rev. Charles B. Smyth’s recipe to make 
churches as successful as theatres is to adver­ 
tise the church os thoroughly os the show and 
to make the services in the former os interest­ 
ing as theatrical performances. And having 
discovered this and held the secret so long in 
his own breast, there is no excuse for Mr. 
Smyth not to have the most successful ehurch 
in the metropolis. 
If, instead of reading 
"lessons to the clergy,” who never hoar them 
and don’t very often see them, this reverend 
brother would preach salvation full and free 
to dying men and women, and display some of 
that earnestness of manner of which he makes 
such account in others, we have no doubt he 
could accomplish a great deal in a little time 
for himself, for humanity and for God.

A Whole Bloek Wrapped in Flnmes-Rapid 
Spread of the Pire-The Btreeto Crowded 
with

Mbmphi.8, Tenn., Sept. 8, 1872. 
The most destructive fire which has occurred 
here In ten years broke out at half-past two o’clock 
this morning, at a shoemaker’s shop, 42 Second 
street, owing to the long drought and the com­ 
bustible material of the surrounding buildings the 
names sprea.1 so rapidly before the engines were 
fairly at work that It was thought that tho great 
Chicago fire would be repeated, as within half an 
hoar after the fire was discovered the entire block 
from Union to Monroe street was 
on fire, 
and

filled with sparks which 
set 
fire 
to 
nnmorous 
places, 
some 
fUlly 
ton blocks distant from the scone. When the fire 
reached the extensive carriage works of Bruce A 
Company many of the guests In the Peabody Hotel, 
believing that that building would follow, hastily 
evacuated It. 
The streets wore crowded with 
people, who were rendering valuable assistance In 
removing goods. Day was breaking when Bruce’s 
manufactory fell with a terrible crash. Its hngo 
wall and roof smothering 
tho raging flames 
Inside, soon enabling tho firemen to get control; 
but southward the flames had spread to Brackett’ 
livery stable, Wallace ft Gibson’s carriage works 
anil Ferris’ livery stable, and in fact swept every­ 
thing to Union street. Fora long time It was 
feared that tho Opera House, with tho Post Olflco, 
Court Rooms, Ac., would be burned. The streets 
were filled with the goods and Inmates of small 
shops on Union street, many of the Inmates barely 
escaping with their lives. The total loss will not 
fall far short of | ‘210,000, about one-half of which Is 
covered by Insnranoe, nearly all of which Is In 
local companies.

« eclarlngthat they w ere “ocupado,” while lolUng 
on their seals an d perhaps sleeping off the night's

The frequency of com plaints ag ain st 
th e flrst-nam ed w hite class of drivers of these dally 
and nightly occurrences of insolence and robbery 
had a t last stirred up the new poliUcal Governor to

ihamefnlly set aside by these rowdy charac­ 
ters.

THE METIS DISASTEE. 


NEW Yo rk, S ep t. 7, 1872. 
To THE E ditor op tub h era ld:— 
In reading the acconnt of the loss oi the steam er 
Metis the first conclusion arrived a t by the reader 
is th at the g reat loss of life In this, as in sim ilar 
casualties, is caused by the lack of boats and o ther 
apparatus for saving life. 
There Is not a boat now plying on the Sound w ith 
sufficient provision for saving half the num ber of 
passengers she usnally carries. Steam boat owners, 
Indeed, generally provide an Im posing show of life- 
preservers, and generally have them placed In such 
Inaccessible positions th at In the hurry of a ship­ 
w reck only stro n g and active m en can get them ; 
b u t In any case a life-preserver Is only calculated 
to Bopport a dead w eight of five pounds, and in 
case of a prolonged stay in tbe w ater Is of little use 
to save life. 
In disasters like this of the Metis, when the boats 
are required for use. It Is In nearly every case dis­ 
covered th at from lying so long In the chocks they 
have become cem ented there, or from long expos­ 
ure to the hot sun they are not w ater tig h t; or 
again, they are turn ed bottom up and covered with 
canvas, and in nine cases out of ten the time lost 
in getting the boats in readiness is the cause of 
losing many valuable lives. 
Wooden lifeboats become nnseaw orthy fTom ex ­ 
posure to the w eather, and they are also liable ‘ 
be stove In the process of lowering. My experience 
allowed on board a 
says th at no boat should be 
steam er b u t m etallic ones, which are not liable to 
the above objections. The law should see th at these 
iKtats are In the davits, with tackle all ready for 
lowering, before the vessel leaves her wharf, and 
this Inspection should be made at frequent In ter­ 
vals. A nother useful device for saving Hie would 
be to compel steam boat ow ners to carry la ^ e 
sqtiare bales of cork on their upper decks with 
lines attached. 
Another m atter In connection w ith this disaster 
la the action of the crew of the vessel. Generally 
speaking the crew s of steam ers are green h a n d s - 
know nothing of a sailor’s duties—and In case of 
panic are the first to cause confusion. Instead of 
seeing, as true sailors would, to the safety of th e 
women and children first. 
This m atter reqaires attention, and Is Just as Im­ 
p o rtan t a m atter as the b o ats; for w ithout compe­ 
tent, steady m en to m an them they are useless. 
Many of the steam ers now plying on the coast are 
entirely unfit for the service they are engaged In, 
as IB proved by the losses every W inter on this 
coast. We see In the papers now and then an ac­ 
count of a fearfbl gale and loss of life and shlijjtlng. 
and the m atter fades ont of memory, when 
tru th were known, tne loss Is altogether owing to 
the unseaw orthiness of the vessel to resist a storm 
th at a good vessel would ride safely through. 
In case of a loas like this of the Metis, wlierc It is 
clearly proved th at tho captain or any of the omcers 
of thevesssel have been guilty of neglect or Incompe 
•ed from holding a similar 
tence, they should be debarred ( 
position ever again, or for a stated time, according 
to the m agnltnue of their offence. This would bo 
found a very salutary law, and would insure good 
discipline on lioard their ships and cause captalra 
and officers to be m ore particular In their choice of 
crews when they knew that their own reputation, 
to a g reat ex ten t, depended upon the conduct of 
the men under th eir command. 
ANOTHER FACT BKARINO IT O N THI.S SUBIECT. 
The proper authorities to enforce this steam boat 
law should be the Navy and not the Treasury De­ 
partm ent. In the form er they have com petent en­ 
gineers and seam en, and nave “no enem ies to 
punish nor friends to rew ard,” while in the latter 
appointm ents are m ade feom political motives, and 
when a m an is not liked by the steam boat owners 
he Is rem oved and some one else appointed in his 
stead. I do n o t Intend to cast any reflection upon 
the present Inspectors; for, so far as 1 know, they 
are honorable m en ; but the whole subject requires 
ventilating, and you never rendered a g reater ser­ 
vice to the community than yon will do by calling 
public attention to the Inseciiritv of life on steam 
NATHANIEL McEAY.

Brevet Drlgadler General Sylvanus Tliayer, United

of his long and very useful life In active m ilitary 
service, as In stru cto r and Superintendent In the 
United s ta te s M ilitary Academy. Sylvanus Thayer 
entered the army from the S tate of M assachusetts. 
He was appointed cadet In the m onth of March, 
1807; second lieutenant of engineers on the 23U 
of February, 1806, and 
first lieutenant of engi­ 
neers in July, 1812. He was Deputy Commissary of

tem ber 
the 
sam e 
year; 
chief 
engineer of 
Major General D earborn’s arm y in 1812, and of the 
left division, com m anded by Major General Hamp­ 
ton, In 1813. 
He was aide-de-camp to General Hampton In 
1813-14. He relinquished service In the Ordnance 
Deoartm ent In 1813 and was commissioned captain 
of engineers In October the same year. 
He was 
chief engineer In the defence of Norfolk against 
the British forces In 1814, and was commissioned 
brevet m ajor for “distinguished and m eritorious 
service at Norfolk” the sam e year. He was brigade 
m ajor under Krlgadlcr General Porter from tbo 
m onth of January, 1814, to May, 1815, and was pro­ 
m oted to the rank of lieutenant colonel by brevet 
for “distinguished and m eritorious services.” Uls 
life, career, p rivate and jtrofnsslonal, has been 
reputable and brilliant, and now closes amid the 
very profound reg ret of bis m ore Intim ate friends 
and associates.

The new Sw atara 1s to be 
widened and deepened, and will be fall shlp-rlggcd 
instead of bark-rigged, as heretofore. Her length 
will be 216 feet; beam, 87 fe et; hold, 19 feet; she will 
have two full decks—the spar and berth deck. 
Besides these 
she will have

and 
a poop deck and forecastle. There will be accom­ 
m odations for twelve w ardroom officers, and tho 
usual steerage and w arran t officers’ quarters ad­ 
join the wardroom . The crew will be about one 
hundred and seventv-flve men. 
Her arm am ent 
will consist of ten eight-inch Dahlgren guns broad­ 
side, and one eleven-inch pivot gun forward. 
The 
Board of Engineers have nut as yet determ ined as 
to w hat style or power of engines they will p u t in 
the S w atara; but as her lines are such as to w ar­ 
ra n t speed, if the formation of the vessel be con­ 
sidered by the designators of her m otive power, 
great things may be prom ised for her In the m at­ 
te r ofsp litu n g the w aters. Sbe will be built of the 
best seasoned live oak and fastened after the m ost 
approved modern plan. 
THE TORPEDO BOAT. 
C onstructor Delano prides idmself upon the 
superior specimen of American workmanship which 
Is oeing put In shape In the form of a torpedo boat, 
built of iron. This naval war engine Is represented 
as being “p retty well under way.” but the de­ 
signer of the craft respectfully declines to give any 
description ol her further than this. She Is being 
constructed upon w hat Is term ed the Brocket 
p rin cip le-th at Is to say, she has a double bottom. 
Her castings are the first o f the kind ever m ade 
w ithin the lim its of Uncle Sam ’s vast farm—the 
United States.

A n o th er S p le n d id A d d itio n to th o F la ek 
o f N a t io n a l S te a m e r s. 
The new steam er Greece, constructed lor th » 
National Steam ship Company, m ade her first trip 
from Liverpool to this port and arrived safely, 
alter a passa^b of twelve days and a few hours. 
She affords all the comforts and convenlencea 
enjoyed on the other floating palaces of this Une, 
which have already been described In the H bb a ld. 
The Greece Is an Iron vessel 406 feet In len g th ; 
breadth of beam, 41 feet; depth of hold, 36 feet. 
She has fopr decks, two of which are Iron. Tha 
saloon extends entirely across and accom m odate* 
100 passengers. There are apartm ents for 1.300 
steerage passengers between decks. The cylinders 
of her engines are inverted, and the piston rods 
act directly on the shaft.

Like her sister ships, the Greece 
rolls com paratively little In severe w eather, and la 
so constructed as to endure the heaviest seas. 
Dunng her passage o at she encoantered a terrtflo 
hurricane, which lasted twelve hours, yet she lost 
not even a life boat.

The Report of the Committee on the Reorgani­ 
zation of the Penitentiary. 


The f a u lt! of th e Old 8 y rtem -H o w the New 


T h in g W o rlo -T w o D eputy W ard eu i 


an d M ore K eepera Appointed. 


The recent articles In the H b r a ld on the govern­ 
m ent of tho BlankweU’s Island Penitentiary have 
caused a healthy reaction In the managem ent. 
M atters had got to a very bad pass on the Island. 
Laxity am ong tho Commissioners had caused a con­ 
sequent laxity In tho keepers. This feeling had 
very naturally extended to the prisoners. 
Escapes 
were of alm ost dally occurrence, and there seemed 
to be no way or m anner of stopping them. W arden 
Fitch ex erted hlm seli to the utm ost, but without 
any Improvement. 
W herever ho was present m at­ 
ters w ent well, but once Ills back was turned there 
seemed to be hanlly any discipline left. 
Battles 
were frequent betw een the keepers and the con­ 
victs, and generally resulted In an escape or two. 
As Mr. Brennan oliserved, the P enitentiary began 
to be looked upon by tho bad classes as a rath er

All It took was a short swim when they w anted to 
get away from It. The escape m anta had risen to 
tlilrteen In one day. 
It was plain some radical reform ation was needed, 
when the H er a ld articles appeared and roused the 
Commlssloucrs to extraordinar.v activity. A spe­ 
cial m eeting of the Commissioners was held and a 
com m ittee was tlien and there appointed to Inquire 
Into tbo state of affairs at the Penitentiary. The 
com m ittee consisted of Mr. F rear and General 
Bowen, one dem ocrat and one rcpulillcan. 
The 
com m ittee made some Investigation and found that 
th e trouble at the P enitentiary was Just w hat tho 
U r b a ld had said—too few keepers for too m any 
prisoners. 
The Penitentiary, it was reported, was 
quite Inadequately guarded and ottored m any ready 
lacUltles lor tho escape of prisoners. Tl;e sea wall, 
extending around the Island, was unguarded on any 
side, except by four boats, which were liable to be 
called away at any time, tlius giving special tem p­ 
tations to the convicts to attem pt escape. 
Without 
the guard bouts the keepers on tho Island were 
TOTALLY POWEULBHS; 
and where they had charge of so many men, two 
keepers often being given fifty m en to take care of, 
It was often imposslblu to even note aa escape till 
the m an was subsequently missed from liLs gaug. 
In addition to this it was found tho Penitentiary 
w as largely overcrowded, the num ber of nieu in- 
carcerateti bolug som ething like two hundred more 
than had ever been in at any one tim e before. 
An­ 
other cause of com plaint was tho small am ount of 
work done by the convicts. Tlio com m ittee stated 
th at It oiten found tlie gangs In alm ost complete 
Idleness when they should have been doing good 
work. In relation to the bnlldlng of workshops on 
the Island the Idea was found to bo a useless oue. 
Where crim inals wore Incarcerated as they were la 
the Penitentiary on short term s averaging two to 
three months, tho establishm ent of workshops 
w here any skilled meolmnlcal trad e should be per­ 
formed would bo useless, as the term s 
wore 
too short to 
allow 
the 
prisoners 
attaining 
auT proflclcijcy in their work. W orkshops would 
ouiy be useful with tlie long-term prisoners, who 
could learn a trade In their tim e of service. Of 
these there are loo few to perm it tho expense of 
building worksliops. in addition to this the cha­ 
ra cter of tho keepers was inquired Into, and the 
com m ittee loiind th at the general character was all 
th at could be dcsli od. Amoug some of 
THE OLD K EEl’EK-S 
w ho had been dismissed character was sometimes 
w anting, though tlie statem ent th at some of them 
had been lu State Prison appears to have had no 
foundation In fact. The story had proliably obtained 
ourreuey from the prlsonoi s themselves, who would 
naturaiil^ do all lliey could to dam age the character 
of the men placed over tliem .

The snrronndlngt tor miles 
ta every direction are favorable for making this 
place one of importance. Near here occurred the 
MrBDBK OP THE COOK FAMILT, 
bnaband, wife and two children, by the Chippewa 
' Pillager Indiana, a few months ago. Cook bad lived 
and traded with the Indians, and they had ready 
access to his house at all times, and though no 
reason has been assigned for the commission of the 
fiendish act, yet there was some motive, no doubt, 
' of which the Innocent victims were nnconsclous. 
The murderers, three in number, knocked at the 
door of bis house at night, and when Cook appeared 
‘ they shot him dead, and entered and killed his wife. 
The mangled corpse of Mrs. Cook showed that a 
■everc straggle had taken place before her death. 
After killing the children the fiends fired the house. 
The 
tribe 
showed commendable readiness to 
•Bstst in the apprehension of the gnilty Indians. 
They were caught in endeavoring to escape, 
and one of them confessed, and thelthrce are at St. 
Paul awaiting trial, it need not be inferred from 
this that there is any danger to settlers from a 
recurrence of such a horror. The truth is, human 
lives are safer here than in the heart of New York 
«ty. There are eight English gentlemen, headed by 
Bev. Dr. Rogers, agents for aud representing up­ 
wards of a thousand people of the working class, 
who purpose emigrating, colonizing and settling 
upon two townslitps so soon as the points can be 
fieflnltely fixed upon and terms can be arranged. 
It ta understooil they have selected their lands a 
*Bw miles southwest of Audulmn, near a beautiful 
. and quite extensive body of water, known os Oor- 
norant Lake. 
A NEW ENGLAND COLONY. 
Glyndon, tho junction of the St. Paul and Pem­ 
bina line and the Union Pacific Railroad, about forty 
miles farther west, is a thriving place of less than 
• year's existence, settled chiefly by colonists from 
Massacbasetts. it is a beautifully located prairie 
town and promises well for the immediate future. 
Its mala drawback la the lacs of wood and timber 
near at hand; but the growing of trees is rapidly 
IwogresBlng and this difficulty will shortly bo ob­ 
viated considerably and eventually almost wholly. 
The inUabltanta are energetic workers and they 
•re sanguine of establishing a flrat class centre for 
trade in the briefest possible period. The curse of 
•U 
newly-settled 
places—namely, 
the 
traffic 
in intoxicating llquors-is wisely prohibited in 
aUtbe New Englandwolonles, though every other 
trade or Indu strlal branch they gladly welcome. 
Moorhead, the present end of the Northern Pacific 
Ballroad for the rnnnl ng of regular trains, the last 
■tation in Minnesota, is a lively growing town of 
about a thousand soula. 
The future of this place 
to unpredictable, many beUevlnglt will become a 
town of great importance. The Red River is navi­ 
gable from this place north for large-slzed steam­ 
boats, and the citizens propose petitioning the 
next Legislature for the improvement, clearing 
and straightening of the river, its course being 
very clrcaltous, and by cutting channels across its 
numerous bends it will doiibtleas be made the 
means—by shortening the distance from the pro­ 
ductive valley and Fort Oarry section, peopled by 
0O,uuo inhabltuuts—of 
diverting the trade to 
Moorhead.

■Itcd by “ Jack Whites” and “ Jack O'Neaíá.” who 
were informed by the "< oinnutiee” to leeve the 
.line of the Union I’aciflc Road for the benefit of all 
-ooncerned. 
THE siorx. 
There are a few lodges of sioux Indians here, 
■wlio are harmless and filthy. Dakota is the land 
of the Sioux, and they have made war upon ail 
other tribes who have attempted Invasion, and 
Jicncc they are at war with all üie Indians of the 
North. There are about twenty-eight th/jusand in 
the nation, divided into bunds the most warlike 
t>elng tho 
Mlu-ne-Ron-jon, O-ffah-la-luh, Brule 
Mintee and Sixsons. There to a legrnd tM t many 
Winters ago tho Wonx alKint Devil's Lake had been 
lucky in llielr hunting, and saved for the winter 
Urge quantities of buifaio meat, and tho CWppewas 
Of Mlnnosata. who were less fortunate, heard of 
It, and, being in a starving condition, determined to 
•teal upop their enemies, capture their provtolona 
and relieve their own hungering people. Collect­ 
ing most of their young warriors, of several thou- 
•and, they after much suffering reached the Sioux 
village, on the banks of the lake, where a long and 
bloody battle took place, till all the invaders were 
killed but one, and he escaped atone to convey the 
tidings to 
TUB BEMAININO CHIITEWAS, 
and that not one of this tribe has ever crossed the 
Red K1 ver since, though the Hiouz have attacked 
them on their own gronnd frequently.

querors named the lake Mln-ne-wau-kou (Spirit 
water), corrupted by white men to mean “Devn's 
Lake,” on account of the many spirits supposed to 
be dwelling on the border* of the lake.

tral route across the Continent, and U to probably 
«afe to predict for it greater and more promising 
results in developing the landed and mineral re­ 
sources of the nation than for its enterprising sire; 
and its advantages for growth la Importance, 
wealth and usefulness are doubtless vastly superior. 
From the eastern terminus on Lake Superior, at 
Detroit (a Chicago in embryo), to Brainerd, tbe 
country is much the same, being level aud heavily 
timbered, hence valuable, since the western and 
eastern termini of the road must supply the de­ 
mand which will inevitably follow its completion 
across the open, rich prarlea of Dakota. 
BBAJNERD 
to the first place west, about one hundred miles, of 
any importance to mention, and bids fair to keep 
pace with tbe general progress of this great enter­ 
prise in a business point of view.

The recent munler of a young quarter-breed In­ 
dian woman, named McArthur, by some Chippewa 
Pillager Indians, and the dangling in the air of the 
two culprits from a limb of a tree In the heart of 
tbe 
city, caused 
some excitement 
and ap­ 
prehension 
among the citizens, they fearing 
that the Indians of the same tribe would retaliate 
and Governor Austin was called on and troops were 
sent to protect the frightened population against 
about twenty beggarly Chippewas. No harm re­ 
sulted to anybody, however, and questionable j us- 
tlce was meted out to tho murderers according to 
tbe mode on tbe frontier. Moving westward the 
eye is relieved by a Inxarlant growth of grassy, 
roUing prairie, the highest undulating points being 
covered with beautiful groves of oak aud elm, clear 
of undergrowth, and frequently skirted with trans­ 
parent lakes, linked together by rivulets, in which 
the finny tribe have long been swli 
These lakes are lavishly supplied with trout, picke­ 
rel and white lisb, some of which have been barba­ 
rously speared, weighing sixty pounds and upwards. 
About one hundred and ninety miles from Duluth is 
THE BOSTON COLONY, 
aged a UUie more than eight months, and it to in a 
most flonrlsblng condition, growing rapidly, now 
containing a bank, brick yard, printing office, 
hotel and smaU stores, and, lielng the county scat 
for Becker county, it is destined to become a con­ 
siderable town, situated on Detroit Lake so plea­ 
santly that passengers are strongly tempted to 
step off tbe trains to enjoy the hospitality of tho 
new and precocious place. 
It to a credit to tbe 
“Hub.” 
Four miles west of this is Oak Lake City, 
with a location which for beauty of scenery, healtn- 
fulness and convenience for the establishment of 
a largo market town cannot be snrra^rteU; to 
sttnated on a sightly spot amid the natural shade 
trees and toliage of a fine grove of stately 
oaks, and the surrounding couutrr affords tlie 
greatest attraction possible for those who are 
seeking homes for health and prosperity. It oan 
boast of several inns, and a large and substantial 
hotel Is soon to be erected; also a church, printing 
office and building for a tobacco manufactory; 
stores, a large depot and other railroad buildings 
are to be built soon. The streets are being sur­ 
veyed and win tie graded immediately. There is no 
mistake but tlu.s must, from Its natural advantages, 
be one of the leading inland towns aud the greatest 
market centre for the shipment of wheat aud oats 
for many miles around. It is fast settling and is 
attracting considerable public 
attention. 
An 
average of thirty busnels ol wheat to the acre, 
sixty bushels of oats, and from two hundred 
and 
fifty 
to 
three 
hundred 
bushels 
of 
potatoes indicates an agricultural prosperity 
scarcely known or equalled elsewhere. The plctur- 
esqnenesB of scene of the town and surroundings 
recently caught the eye of a well-known artist, and 
w'Ul be mirrored in one ol the leading illustrated 
publlcatlouB shortly. 
TUB CHIPPEWA RESERVATION. 
Twentv-two miles north of the town and railroad 
lies the White Earth or Chippewa Reservation, con­ 
taining thirty-six sections of arable land, well

liundred | 
largely increasing every week. A visit to tbls great 
farm of thirty-six miles square well repaid the 
trouble. Mounted on a “buckboard” and drawn by 
a trotter of some pretensions over a good road, the 
establishment was soon halted in trout of a 
fine, large, yellow frame building, of a square, 
firactical, shapely appearance, capped with a belfry, 
n which bangs a bell, Indicating the buUdlag to be 
what It is, a school house. Flanked on either side 
by other houses of less pretence of tbe same bright 
yellow hue are the residences of the agent and sur­ 
geon, not qtilte finished; but from their promi­ 
nence. as seen across the small silvery lake, through 
the trec.s, at a distance, reminded one of summer 
homes in suburban New York. There are sixty 
good log house.s of lined timber completed and oc­ 
cupied by the wuuld-be farmers, and half as many 
more in the course of construction. A steam saw­ 
mill to in operation, under the management of one 
of the native “reds,” who has been taught to man­ 
ipulate the valves and to keep the engine in order. 
Each Indian 1s entitled to forty acres to every ten 
of ground cnltlvated, to the limit of IGO acres. The 
houses are supplied with stoves and rude furniture. 
THE TREATY SJIPIJLATION 
gives them yc.i .y. for stock, $1.500: for agricultur­ 
al implements, $6,000; fur school pnrposes, $4,uou. 
Teachers, farmers and mechanic.^ are employed | 
to instruct them and improve their condition. A 
neat church, pleasantly located in a forest of oaks, 
was consecrated and titled “Coiiimbo’' on the 
sth Inst., by tho Episcopal s-.ct, Bishop Whipple, of 
Wisconsin, conducting the ceremony, in which 
several well known clergymen from the East took 
part. 
Rev. John JohiiKun (once Kui-me-ga-boh— 
“The man who snstuliis Ins people”) presides over 
the congregation of one inmdred or more eommu- 
nlcauts. All the principal chiefs have Iiecome con­ 
nected with the church. Mr. Johnson is a lull- 
bloo<led Chippewa Indian, aud wa* educated for this 
mission through the 
efforts 
and 
under the 
dlrecUon of Rev, Gaylord Beck. D. D., now of 
CalibM-uia. Added to natural abUlty he possesses a 
good education and Is very zealous In the work of 
civilizing and Christianizing his tribe, and, with tbe 
ettlclem aid of Bishop Whipple and other white co- 
laborers, unexampled succea* Is crowning the 
effort.

He Immediately called to his assistance 
the then captain or detectives, now superintendent 
Kelso, and Detective Farley. These gentlemen he 
took into a carriage and ordered the driver to etarl 
up town. Both onicers were amazed at the cool, 
determined manner of the Superintendent, but ir 
the presence of that great disciplinarian neither 
flared to unnecessarily ask a question. They did 
not yet know that anything unusual had occurred.

JParley ventured to ask his superior if there was 
anything very startling on hand, and the Superin- 
tendent, awaking suddenly from a moodv reverie, 
replied, "Yes, sir, there is a murder; a banker has 
keen most brutally killed In Twenty-third street. 
"A banker murdered y" said Kelso, and he looked 
•IgnlBcantly at Farley, In a manner that meant to 
•ay thl« IB work and we must go at it with all tha 
force and power of our minds. When the Superin- 
tendent and his officers arrived at the house they 
found the body of the murdered merchant lying 
stiff upon the noor, the head beaten in and the rich 
carpet beneath stained with blood and the scat- 
tered brains of the unfortunate gentleman. Meas- 
ures were- then taken to prevent the

and to preserve the order in which the police found 
the place. It was evident to the police authorities 
Jrom the aspect or things within the house that the 
old man had parted with life only after a fearful 
struggle. The position in which the body lay, the 
Mate of the bed, the safe and the quantity of papers 
strewn around presented unmistakable evidence 
or tne desperate character or the encounter.

„ to the police, waa at this time the stta 
pected man, and as he could not be got at noth 
lug remained for Sujterititendent Kelso to do but 
to hedge round the crime and draw such grains o 
testimony from It as each day brought forward 
He wax ably seconded by (,'aptaln Irving, who was 
just then given command or the detective force, 
and, with Farley again iu the circle, the secret- 
seeking was kept uif. 


The name of Forrester, however, had never been 
thought of until some thief who had found n conve- 
nient to make himself scarce In New York turned up 
In Chicago. This scoundrel, being gifted with more 
than ordinary astuteness, had been watching the 
movements of tin: police ol this city ror some time, 
and, no doubt, from some things that he observed 
he came to the conclusion Forrester was the man 
In the minds of the detectives. 
The idea once 
gaining ground, he set hluiseir to spy upon the de- 
tectives, and soon became satisfied they were 
laboring In the furrows left behind by that wily 
gentleman. When this Industrious knight of the 
skeleton key arrived at hu temporary residence In 
Chicago, he mentioned his suspicions that the

man. This self-styled detective went before Super- 
intendent Kelso, and with a number of proposals 
and propositions; but when Mr. Kelso tested his 
knowledge ho found him so utterly wanting that he 
refused to have anything to do with him.

ing itself as a parallel to the atrocious murder be- 
Jore their eyes. But all seemed fruitless, and after 
Cays and nights of weary watching and studying of 
tne extraordinary ca»e it was round that 


THE NATHAN MUItUEH STOOD ALONE, 
imnmtched In the mysterious annals of bloodshed. 
During this time, while Superintendent Jourdan 
and his officers were endeavoring to find some light 
through the cloud that surrounded the murder, other 
agents were at work. Judge Howling lent the as- 
pistance of his valuable experience, and almost 
every man in New York who had ever had any 
connection with police matters made it a special 
oniy to labor in the unravelling 


OF THIS FRIGBTEUI, CRIME. 
Unfortunately, however, for the ends of lustice, 
nothing was discovered that seemed likely to lead 
to the discovery of the guilty for some days after 
tue murder had been committed. 
It was thea 
noticed in one of the examinations of tue exterior 
of the house that there were some 


FOOTl'KISTS ON THE WALL, 
and this gave the police the first substantial cine. 
These marks of feet upon the outside wall clearly 
demonstrated to the police that the crime was the 
result or the interruption of what is known as "a 
second story robber," and tbeir flrat tangible efforts 
were directed to find out who that robber was 
Tlus information, of course, was only to be obtained 
Jrom the thieves in the city, and Mr. Kelso sent his 
men out in every direction under almost all 


KINDS OP POSSIBLE D1SGD3SE3 
to learn the suspicions of the thieving fraternity 
on the subject. The result of this was the return 
of Detective Farley, one night, to his Chief with. In- 
formation that Forrester was Been in the city, on 
the Wednesday night before the murder, -and was 
Btrongly suspected of being the man. 
More than 
one circumstance combined to strengthen this 
suspicion, first of all because the desperate char- 
acter of tlie man was fully in keeping with the das- 
tardly and brutal murder, and lastly tie disap- 
peared from the city almost immediately after the 
crime was committed. Added to this was the fact 
that none of the stolen property had ever been 
found, and it was well understood no man in 
America could so thoroughly 


DISI'OSE OF IT AS FORRESTER. 
As Farley had been entrusted with the entangle- 
ments of the case from the very beginning, so" he 
was now commissioned to carry out the idea he 
oad been instrumental in developing. For several 
days he "worked" around in the dark and tbrbia- 
<Ung purlieus of the city, and then returned to Mr 
Kelso to report that his idea or Forrester was only 
the more strengthened the farther he burrowed 
Into the depths of the matter. 
Superintendent 
Jonrdan, Mr. Kelso and Detective Farley then 
Held a council, ana the result was Captain 
Kelso and Detective Farley were ab sent from the 
city for several days. While they were away De- 
tectives Irving, Radford, McCord and Dnsenberry 
were posted in dUTerent parts of tne city to watch 
the movements of some parties suspected of being 
Jn league with Forrester. Messrs. Kelso and Parley 
went to Philadelphia, where they flrst obtained re- 
liable Information about the "dog" with which Mr 
Nathan was killed. This news started them into' 
the interior of the State, and they only returned to 
New York when every source of knowledge was 
run dry and they saw that 


SUCCESS IN THAT DIRECTION 
Was impossible. It was ascertained' beyond all 
floubi. tnat Forrester had escaped, and all that re- 
mained for the detectives was to hunt up evidence 
•gainst the day the man would be brought forward. 
The strictest sccresy was maintained upon the sub- 
ject by all concerned, and not eveu a suspicion of 
whom the suspected man was leaked ont until after 
tbe death of Superintendent Jonrdan. 


When the entire matter seemed to the public to 
Jave been given up and the dark veil of impene- 
trable mystery had closed around the tragedy 


vas not arrested until Saturday night last. After 
he distribution of the circulars superintendent 
Kelso learned tliat Forrester was In New Orleans 
and he put himself in communication with some re- 
iBblc person there. While be was In correspoud- 
uce with these people, Mr. John Connors, of 00

Tho same is true of every well- 
known church which is ministered to by an earnest 
and popular preacher. What Brst filled the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle In London, Plymouth church in 
Brooklyn, or any other church in the world? Is it 
not these two things—publicity thereof, and inter- 
esting services therein? Let these go hand in hand. 
and any church under heaven will be full. Let 
either of them be wanting and you will soon nave 
the same old dull tale to tell, 
who is likely ever 
to return to a church where the danger, doom and 
deep damnation or departed souls, or tne 
•. 

SPIRITS 
are read about before them with as much coolness 
as a college lecturer would manifest when rehears- 
ing from hla manuscript what be had written or 
copied, concerning the facts

"To nim that 
loved us, and washed ng from our sins in His own 
blood, to Him be glory and dominion forever.11 
While the cross of Christ is rqade the gr^at cardi- 
nal ooject of pulpit instruction every fact and 
every 
passing 
event 
that 
Interests 
the 
mind or that absorbs pnblic attention should 
be seized and made subservient to the illustrating 
of it, or the enforcing of Christian morality. Whilst 
looking over toe reports of sermons to-morrow it 
will be Interesting to observe how many of the ser- 
mons contain allusions to such occurrences as are 
attracting the attention of tne public mind.

The Cathedral was well illled yesterday, notwith- 


standing tho Intensity of tho heat, which drew per- 
spiration from the modest brows of many a punc- 
tual dcvoleo. In tbe church, however, there Is a 
thorough ventilation. The large Btaiued windows, 
when properly set apart, admit cooling breezes, 
which generally render fans unnecessary accom- 
paniments. The large number of men who form 
the greater portion of the Cathedral congregation 
is one of the most satisfactory features In connec- 
tion with it. The ladles attend, of course, in goodly 
numbers also, and appear, without exception, very 
devoutly inclined. 


Yesterday, the 8th of September, and tho six- 


teenth Sunday after Pentecost, was alao the day on 
which the Catholic Church commemorates the na- 
tivity of the Blessed Virgin.

ments or the Sunday, and read the gospel of the 
Sunday from St. I.uke, xlv., 1—11, which contained 
the narrative of Christ healing the despised man, 
tlie parable of the Supper and "the necessity of re- 
nouncing all to follow Christ. He then selected as 
his text pertinent to the festival celebrated, St. 
Luke I., 1C—"And Jacob begat Joseph, the husband 
of Mary, of whom was born Jesus, who is called 
Christ," introducing also the text from St. Luke i., 
20—"And the angel being come In, said to her, 
"Ilaii full of grace, tho Lord is witli thee; blessed 
art thou among women." 
The Church has set apart this dav to commemo- 
rate the nativity of the Ulessed Virgin aud to honor 
her as the chosen one of all nations, 


THE IMMACULATE MOTHUli OF COD. 
The feast of the nativity of the Blessed Virgin Is 
one fraught with the most special interest t.o all 
t'oo'i practical Catholics. It id an event which was 
expected nearly four thousand vears precious to 
Its occurrence. When our first pareuts had dis- 
obeyed the mandates ot the Creator In the Oarden 
of Kuen, and alter their banishment and the pro- 
nouncement of their guilt and condemnation, and 
the evils Which Were to have been entailed upou 
their oOSprlng, It was promised to them that a vir- 
gin would be born who "shoum crush the head of 
the serpent, and who should be the mother of the 
Messiah, who would eventually be the Saviour of 
tlie world." 


THE OE.VEAI.OQY OP MARY'S BIRTH 
:Sfe 
is traced In full In the first chapter of St. Matthew, 
and exactly corresponds with the prophecies of 
Jeremiah, Nehemiah and Daniel, as given in the 
Old Testament. 
The birth of Mary in a lowly 
cottage at Nazareth, the residence of her parents, 
St. Joachim and St. Anne was unostentatious and 
humble. She was, however, the offspring of a 
kingly race, the daughter of the house of David, of 
the tribe of Jesse and the chosen one of Israel who 
was to be the mother of Jesus. But it is the first

to the Blessed Virgin that most emphatically 
characteilzes her as the spouse of the Holy Ghost 
ana the mother of Him who condescended to 
assume human nature for the salvation of men. 
Her birth, then, is the event to which we have to 
look. as the first step to regenerate tne descend- 
ants "3 Adam—the first token that fallen man was 
to be redeemed; the bonds of sin burst asunder 
and fallen humanity once more destined to replace 
the rebellious angels on whom God had inflicted 
such terrible punishments. The Blessed Virgin 
then was 
THE CHOSEN INSTEraiSNT OF THE ETERNAL FATHER 
and of the Trinity itself, to whom we owe honor 
and respect for being redeemed from the power of 
hell and made the true heirs of heaven. She is 
trnly the mother of God. 
The second person of the 
Blessed Trinity assumed human nature In her 
womb oy tho power and operation of the Holy 
Ghost, and she, after consenting to tbe announce- 
ment of the angel, cheerfully surrendered herself 
to the wonderful destiny placed over her by God 
himself. As we, therefore, honor the memory and 
respect the name and fame of distinguished men 
during all ages past, so also and in a much greater 
degree do we pay honor, devotion and reverence 
to the Blessed virgin. 
There may be those who 
object to our right of doing so, but she whom Jesus 
honored and loved as His mother we also honor, 
love and reverence. 
It requires no deep intelli- 
gence to see and understand that Mary, as

When Jesus went forth upon his mission 
Mary remained secluded ; but when the days of His 
suffering came she climbed with Him the rugged 
heights of Calvary, aud bathed His feet with her 
tears at tho foot of the Cross.

potism; but how hard It is to sec God in tho minute 
personal affairs of our lives. Wo are apt to place 
Goa upou numc great platform, or try to uo it, ox- 
pcctlug Him then to put out His stupendous 
projects; but 
we 
forget that 
the 
life of 
a Cromwell, an Alexander or Washington is 
no more under divine inspiration than your lllc 
or mine. We see God's path Is In the great waters. 
True enough, but no more certainly than He is in 
the water Tn the glass on this table. We see God 
guides the stars in their course. 
Magnificent 
truth, but no more certain truth than He devises 
which ferryboat you shall to-morrow morning take 
to New York. Understand that God does not sit 
up on his throne Indifferent and unsympathlsing, 
but that He sits down beside you to-day and stands 
beside you to-day, and no affair of our life is so in- 
significant but that it is a matter to Him. I re- 
mark, in the flrstplace, that God chooses for us 
our occupation.

Tlie 
acafrold was orocted, the undertaker had taken 
the measure for his coffin, remarking, as he did 
eo, "that a few Inches had better be allowed for 
the stretching of the neck," and it was even pre- 
pared ready for the body. 
THE ROl'E WAS EVEN HEADY LOOPED AND GREASED, 
and knot prepared. 
Schoeppe had made his 
linal preparations for death, 
and 
was soon 
to have gone out, in company with another 
prisoner, 
to have 
ended 
his life upon the 
scaffold. 
But the protests of the professional 
societies finally became so earnest and imperative 
that Governor Geary became frightened aud Just 
before tlie time fixed for tho execution, granted a 
reprieve, and the double murder did not tako 
place. A law was then passed by the Legislature 
intending to cover his case, so. that it might be re- 
opened and heard, but 
it was vetoed 
by 
the 
Governor, but finally passed over his 
veto, and the case was attain taken to the Supreme 
Court, anu again that tribunal refused to Interfere 
Long before tula, however. Dr. Schoeppc's case had 
assumed national importance, and Governor Geary 
would no» re-sign his death warrant. 


TUB CASE IN POLITICS. 
Last Fall an election for Judge In this circuit 
took place, and the Schoeppe case entered Into 
the contest—the former Judge who tried the case 
and who was fearfully prejudiced against the 
prisoner, being beaten by the present Judge npon 
that issue. Last Winter a new law was passed to 
allow this case to be reheard, and Its rehearing 
began the 7th Instant and closed this moraine 
with a verdict of acquittal. 


This last trial has been as singular and unnatural 
as the first one was vindictive aud farcical. Never 
before was a man tried for his life in this country 
upon such flimsy and worthless evidence, and never 
was a capital trial closed, where all connected with 
its prosecution felt compelled to apologize lor their 
connection with it, and left its close feeling llttled 
rather than elevated by their labors. It ;f plainly 
perceptible that, were It not for the private Inter- 
ests at stake that were deeply Interested In the 
taking of this young roau's life, no such proceedings 
as have disgraced flic record of criminal trials In tills 
country for the past two weeks In this Court wonld 
has takea place. A report of those proceedings

JCIIOK JENKINS' OPINION. 
At nine minutes after nine o'clock Judge Junkln 
rapped the Court to order and nald:—"Gentlemen of 
tlie Jury, I do most heartily congratulate you upon 
the near approach of the close of your labors, but 
I will without further premise proceed to give you 
my opinions upon the law and evidence in this 
cvse," and amidst breathless silence the Judge be- 
gan MR charge. 
lie defined murder ami man- 
slaughter, reciting the 1'cnnsylvaula act by which 
the grade of murder Is dellncd, and then pro- 
ceeded an follows:—"Theti let us proceed to notice a 
few well-settled principles governing Investigations 
of this kind. Fir.it, then, there inuat be proof clear 
anil satisfactory of the eOrpaa aaiai: that ia, it must 
be established by clear aim satisfactory proof that the 
offence charged against the prisoner wan com- 
mitted at all. In the present cuse the common- 
wealth, complains that Wins Maria M. Stcinccke WHB 
murdered by the administration of poinoii, and al- 
leges that Dr. Paul Sclionpe is the person who fe- 
lonlouHly administered that poison. Now, then, the 
corpus aelMl In this case Is, that the woman was 
murdered. But If she died a natural death then 
there has been no crime committed by any onto. 
That Khc aled is admitted; but that she was mur- 
derod by any one whomsoever is utterly denied. 
That she died Is not marvellous; she was obedient 
to the common fate, so thut you readily per- 
ceive 
that 
unless

clearly and 
satisfac- 
torily appears from the 
evidence 
that 
this 


woman was murdered your iuyestlgatlon stops 
tuiuaroly at this point. You caii have no m&tive to 
search for the author of a crime until it is clearly 
ami satisfactorily ahowu that crime h;in been com- 
mitted. Wo UHO the expression "clearly and satis- 
factorily" In its broadest uijrnlllcation, and for so 
doing we arc sustained hy hif<n authority. Whar- 
toil, in" his Criminal Law, volume 1. section 743, 
ua.vH:—"The fact of the commission of tin-on'ence 
must necessarily Up the foundation uf every crimi- 
nal sntt, und mm! that f:itM. la proved most, dan- 
gerous would It be to couvict." Lord Hale said, 
"I would never couvict nny person of murder un- 
less the fact were proved to Lie done;" that Is,;unlcss 
1.1 Js I'rst shown that a murder na» been com- 
mitted. And Lord Scowell, lu Kyans vs. Evans, 
said, "To take presumptions in order to swell au 
equivocal fact Into a criminal fact would bo an 
entire misapprehension of the doctrine of presump- 
tions," and the civil law l» the same. "The death 
iu such case should be distinctly proved, either by 
direct evidence of the fact, by Inspection of the 
body, or perhaps by clrcnuiHtantial evidence strong 
enough to leave no ground for reasonable doubt. 
It lu the established rule t!i;it tlie iacts that form 
tuo basis ot the corpM delicti ought to be proved 
either by direct testimony or liy presumptive evi- 
dence of the most cogent arm irresistible kind. 
This is particularly necessary in cases of murder, 
where tue rule laid down by Lord Hale seems 
to have been generally 
followcu." 
So manv 
cases havo occurred where appearances strongly 
Indicated tlie commission of crime, which subse- 
quent events fully explained, that it. is unsafe to 
depart from those established rules which by tlie 
experience of ages have been shown to be reliable.

to guilty agencies. A dead body found wouudud In 
an out-of-the-way place or by the wayshle e.veltes 
reasonable apprehensions that a crime has been 
committed, while a person found dead in his own

Death is to De expected 
under all circumstances froni causes constantly 
operating, and the wonder Is, not that we die, but 
rather that wo live. 
You thus perceive the rea- 
sonableness of the rule that requires undoubted 
proof tliat a crime has been committed before we 
concern ourselves as to its author.

woman died raises not the slightest suspicion 
against any one. and the law presumes that she

But how much stronger 
the doubt wheu it is born of coufuslon in the proof 
relied on by the Commonwealth to establish, not the 
guilty agency of the accused, but the very crime it- 
self, for If no crime has been committed no one can 
be punished.

If this woman died from the effects of poison, 
criminally administered, what, ulna or poisuu

regard the 
manner in which the substance administered acta. 
If it be capable of destroying life it is of little im- 
portance, so far as the responsibility of a prisoner 
Js concerned, whether Its action on the body is of a 
mechanical or chemical nature and whether it ope- 
rate fatally by absorption Into the blood or not If 
the substance criminally administered destroys life 
the accused is tried ou a charge of murder or man- 
slaughter. "It is not easy," says Dr. Taylor, "to 
define the boundary between a medicine and a 
poison. It is usually considered that a medicine in. 
a large dose is a poison, and a poison ia a small 
dose is a medicine. In the present case if this 
woman 
was 
poisoned, 
and 
death 
ensued 
therefrom, the substance used was prussic acid 
(OB we will hereafter explain), a poison the 
most rapid and speedy in its results. All poisons 
have certain, symptoms—that is, they produce cer- 
tain effects upon the human system;" and to a 
medical Jurist a correct knowledge of the symp- 
toms furnishes the chief evidence of poisoning in 
those cases In which persons are charged with 
their unlawful administration. 
Necessarily we 
must, in matters of tnis kind, depend for our in- 
formation on the experience and wisdom of the 
learned iu the medical profession, and we will 
therefore cake the liberty of drawing largely from 
Dr. Taylor, aa eminent London author ana prac- 
titioner, whose excellent work on medical juris- 
prudence is now before us. 
[Here the Judge quoted largely from that work, 
and especially laid great stress on, the following:] 


PRDS8IC ACID A3 A POISON. 


Symptom?.—This acid has a hot, bitter taste and an odor 
resembling bitter almonds diluted. The time at which 
the symptoms of poisoning commence varies, but it is 
generally within u few minutes after the poison has-been 
swallowed. When a large dose has beeu taken, as irom 
half an ounce to an ounce of" diluted acid, tlie symptoms 
usually commence in the act of swallowmp:, or within a 
few seconds. It Is rarely that their appearance is de- 
layed beyond one or two minnteg. 


Here he described the symptoms. Insensibility, 
the eyes fixed and glistening, the pupils dilated 
and unatfccted by light, limbs placid, skin cold aud 
covered with clammy perspiration; there is con- 
vulsive breathing at long Intervals, and the patient 
appears dead in the intermediate period and the 
pulse imperceptible. The respiration is slow and 
gasping and occasionally sobbing, generally con- 
vulsive; but when insensibility is profound it may 
be stertorlons Convulsions of the limbs and body, 
with, a spasmodic closure of the jaw, are sometimes 
noticed among the symptoms. He stated that the 
smallest fatal dose will kill within one hour, and 
said that great authorities, such as Targu. Taylor, 
et aL, called death, by this acid death by lightning. 


THE LIGHTNING DEATH.

Professor Aiken m the chemist, and the result of 
nis analysis n lalnt trace of prusxlc acid. Thin result 
was ttnlvt'.i at by two processes—one to discover 
the liquid, the other to discover the vapor of prus- 
sic acid. Hither the Professor considers reliable, 
but the vapor process the most reliable of the two. 
The first gave lo his satisfaction a faint, blue color; 
faint, he Bajs, because the quantity of acid present 
wan so s;nan that n decided deep blue could not bo 
obtained. The other process gave him ft faint red; 
faint also because of tlie extreme minuteness of the 
quantity oniclrl present. The first process is called 
tlie iron test, and yields prusslan blue; the second 
Is called Ilio sulphur test, and stionld give a blood 
red or bright red; 
bin. lie admits that both 
were faint. There is, however, a third test 
known as tn« silver test, and tiiis tne Professor 
admits he Hid not m.-'.teat all; so that two only of 
these tests were resorted to for the detection of 
pruss.c arid, and the results were very faint; what 
the thinl would nave given we ilo not know. The 
cownsel for the prisoner contend with much earn- 
estness that this chemical analysis, as made by Dr. 
Aiken, is Ineonclusive, oecause it was not exhaus- 
tive; that ftiincient rnrewas not taken to exclude 
foreign matter from the materials subjected to the

Further, that aulplmric acid 
was not. iiec-'ssiry uu the assumption of iren prussic 
acid In the stomach; inasmuch as this ::eul haa the 
property of developing prussic acid out of sub- 
stances which might not. ouly happen but were 
sure to he present, one element ol prii-'sic acid Is 
to be found lu human spittle. In other wonls, al- 
though tills woman may never in her life have 
taken prussic aclii, still "by the sulphur tests, as 
used by I'njfessor jUkcu, it was possible aud even 
reasonably probable that lie would discover faint 
traces of such acid. The medical nml scleniinc 
wituessscKwho prove this are Dr. Ueesi-, a gentle- 
man of great attainments iu roxli-oinjrv, anil wlio fills 
a high position, ami whose opiiuonH on this sub- 
ject it would not be safe to ilisrcxariL lie Is sus- 
tained by i'rolessor Ghent, of the Tuiversity of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. tfeuouirer, Professor Howard, of 
Ualtlmorc, and many other eminent gentlerac3.

Bhpuld you Una yourselves perplc-wrt 
and doubtinir, it is your duty to tarn back and 
carefully consider the aute-mortem symptoms that 
is, the symptoms exhibited by this woman during 
her last illness, and see whether mere were present 
any of the ordinary anil expected symptoms or 
poisoning by prussic acid. On the mornuis of the 
2Jth orjauuary, 1808, the deceased presented a

with cltmrny perspiration, convulsive breathing at 
long Intervals and appearing aeacl between each 
breath, the pulse imperceptible, respiration slow, 
deep, gasping and may be heaving or sobbin«% and 
even convulsive. But the uncontradicteti proof 
shows the woman was sensible, aided somewhat to 
undress herself, and answered when spoken to. So 
thaD not one symptom of poisoning by prussic acid 
was present. 
But, assuming her poisoned, she 
should be dead at least bv the morning of the 9Sth • 
for this would give sixteen hours for the deadly 
agent to do its work, and it ought to have proved 
fatal:in one hour. But the morning of the-28th 
finds her still alive. Her appearance and symp-

According to these theoretical political econo- 
mists tho constitutional disqualification of the 
Chief Magistrate for a secoud Presidential 
term would prove » panacea for all our gov- 
ernmental ills aud au iufallible protection 
ngaiiist official corruption. Lot the President 
bo ineligible for re-election, they say, and we 
should sen the beginning of the millennium iu 
public life. We should then have mon ap- 
pointed to office on account of their capacity 
and honesty, aud not in consideration of 
political influence, or efficiency in a primary 
election or at the polls through abimdaueo of 
muscle or plentiful lack of honesty. Wo 
should tlien have Custom House officials 
attending to the collection of duties, and not 
of politicul assessments, and studying how to 
promote tho interests of the commercial 
classes instead of plotting and manoeuvring to 
carry conventions in tb.6 service of those 
who keep them in office. 
The opinions of 


Rome of the honored Fathers of tho Republic 
are cited in support of the one-term principle; 
but while tho accepted sayings of these vene- 
rated men are moral and terse enough to form 
model texts for writing-book copies, they are 
not always exactly adapted to the present 
times. This may be a proper subject for re-

issues the anti-renominatiou cry had recently 
Jost something of its force until the parting 
words of Senator Sumner recalled it to men's 
minds. That scholarly pleader in the cause of 
liberal reform regards that attempt at political

of a single Presidential term. According 
toliim. the President no sooner gels into 
office raan ho is framing and bending the 
power of the whole civil service to the accom- 
plishment of a renomination by his party. 
The pretence of an honest competitive exam- 
ination for all applicants for office Mr. Sum- 
ner regards as a delusion and a snare, while 
the Executive, who has, after all, the appoint- 
ing power, is measuring in his own mind the 
qualification of every candidate by the stand- 
ard of his fidelity to the succession. 
The 


Massachusetts Senator upholds, on Christian 
grounds, the one-term principle, for does not 
the most beautiful prayer ever uttered by on 
inspired heart teach us to pray "Lead us not 
into temptation ?" and Mr. Stunner sees a 
terrible temptation to a President to advance 
his ambitious aims by the improper use of 
the federal patronage. Indeed, he traces to 
the want of this rule all the ills that civil- 
service flesh is heir to. 
The President, as 


soon as he has taken the constitutional oath for 
the first four years, is pictured by him as

House collectors. If a dishonest revenue offi- 
cer, paymaster or clerk embezzles the public 
money, the fault is overlooked because he is in 
favor of the renomination of his chief. The 
evil grows in proportion as the second term 
draws near, and at last we are called upon to 
witness such scenes as marked the republican 
conventions while "Tom Murphy was acting 
as the Collector of New York and lieutenant of 
ths President," or as manifested themselves 
in the North.-'Carolina election. All this start- 
ling picture! is painted by Senator Stunner's; 
artistic brush in glowing colors on the canvas- 
of a Presidential double term. 


There is & great deal of political cant and: 


claptrap about all partisan campaign cries, 
and while we do not question Mr. Sumner's' 
honesty and sincerity, we are compelled to re- 
gard the one-term «lamor as of this character. 
The politicians who have raised it would 
no doubt be very glad if a President after 
their own jjearts was a candidate for re- 
election1 with as fair a prospect sf success as 
lies before General Grant. The people under- 
stand this well enough, and they are learning 
more enTmorT^ewTarler*yeaTof .tkejgjgjjg 
and deceptions practised upon themjbypoliti- 
cal parties. The pending campaign haiTgiven 
them a clearer insight than was ever before 
afforded them into the tricks of which they 
are made the victims.

intelligence and virtue in the body politic 
vested in the republican party, and what 
names have been more honored in that party 
than those of Greeley, Sumner, Banks, Trum- 
boll, Farnsworth, Sprague and others now 
associated with them in their new departure 1 
Yet they now learn for the first time from the 
regular republican prophets what false go'ds 
they have for years been called upon to fall 
down and worship. They are told that Gree- 
ley has been all along a disunion traitor, and 
is now a half-crazed visionary; that Grata 
Brown is a boozy drunkard; that Fenton is

There may ba peculiar qualifica- 
tions or particular circumstances to render tho 
continuance of a Chief Magistrate in office 
lor a second term eminently wise and bene- 
ficial, and it would be tho part of folly to 
place any such restriction as that proposed 
upon tho popular will. No person can pre- 
tend that the country suffered by the double 
terms of Washington, Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe or Andrew Jackson, and few will 
deny the prudeuco and justice of giving Abra- 
ham Lincoln the opportunity to complete the 
work of reunion at which he had so faithfully 
labored. Iu like manner, if the commercial 
and financial interests of the country deem it 
expedient now to extend General Grunt's 
term 
of 
office 
another 
four 
years, 


in 
order that the peace and prosperity 


he has given the country for the past four 
years may continue, without the risk insepa- 
rable from a change of administration, can 
Mr. Sumner and his fricuda advance any sound 
reason why they should bo denied the privilege 
to carry out their wishes? 


The narrow-minded views of politicians fail 


either to grasp the true evil of an undue desire 
to continue the dominant party in power or 
to discover its proper remedy. 
The effort at 


re-election is too apt to paralyze the arm of an 
administration, and for at least a fourth of 
the Presidential term to deprive it of a firm 
and weu-deuutsd policy. 
Tho country has re- 


cently felt this in the management of the 
Alabama controversy, in the treatment of tlie 
Spanish question and in our Mexican inaction, 
and the people, who were so disgusted with 
"my policy" in Andrew Johnson's time, have 
not been satisfied with the "no policy" of. the 
present administration during the lost twelve 
months. 
They will be heartily pleased 


when the election is over and General 
Grant is at liberty to mark out for himself 
an independent course free from the control of 
the political managers who at present surround 
him. 
In so far, then, aa the effort of the 


dominant political party to secnre the succes- 
sion either for the incumbent or a politician 
of their own school equally reliable is calcu- 
lated to cripple and palsy the arm of the gov- 
ernment, it is decidedly a» evil; but, 
as we have said, it is one that cannot

If

remedy only it must be found iu the extension 
of the Presidential term to six or eight years, 
which would make it of less frequent occur- 
rence. If it is to be wholly eradicated it must 
be done by stripping the Presidential office of 
its already overshadowing and dangerously in- 
creasing patronage, and thus removing that 
high position from the corrupt and selfish 
bramble of the professional politicians and 
chronic office-seekers of the country. It is

a Republican Victory To-Day. 


To-day the State of Maine adds her voice to 


those that have already spoken directly on 
their State issues, but indirectly on the more 
important question of the Presidential con- 
test.

anxiety by the politicians; for a sharp cam- 
paign has been prosecuted on both sides, and 
each party has some hope that the trial will 
terminate to its advantage.

Wruiont, will prove faithful to its unshaken 
republican antecedents, aud that ita voice will 
decido in favor of tho regular party candidates 
by an old-faahioned vote. There IH no reason 
to doubt that General CSraut in as strong there 
to-day as he was in 1808, when ho received 
twenty-six thousand majority. Tho republican 
State ticket was elected that year by about 
eighteen thousand majority, and that is the 
least contribution to tho administration cause 
now asked and confidently expected by the re- 
publican party. Tho liberals claim that this 
figure will l>e materially cut down; in fact, 
that the administration majority in Maine, 
like that in North Carolina, will be so dwin- 
dled aa to bo equivalent to a defeat; but 
we were promised some such result in Ver- 
mont, although not so confidently, and the 
close of tho polls left tho republican strength 
unshaken. While wo do not regard tho Maine 
election of to-day as any more decisive of the 
Presidential contest than West Virginia or 
Vermont, it nevertheless receives importance 
from tho efforts inado by tho friends of the 
respective candidates, and should tho struggle 
be a close one, or should there bo any con- 
siderable decrease iu the republican majority 
from the State vote of 18C8, the liberal side 
will, no doubt, hail it as a reaction in their 
favor. If, on tho other hand, the republican 
Stftte ticket receives its legitimate vote, it will 
be accepted by tho country as an additional 
evidence that the liberal defection has not 
made sufficient inroad into tho republican 
strength to render the defeat of that party 
in November probable. This wo believe most 
likely to be the result of to-day'H trial. 


Tuo lilvingatone Expedition and the 


Atz-lcun Slave Trade—The Testimony 
of Dr. Livingstone** Brother. 
We publish in the HEBAUD to-day a letter 


from Hon. Charles Hale, Assistant and Acting 
Secretary of State, enclosing a communication 
from Mr. John Livingstone, of Listowoll, 
Canada, tho brother of Dr. David Livingstone, 
forwarded to tho Deportment through Mr. 
Freeman N. Blake, the United States Consul 
at Hamilton. Mr. John Livingstone, while 
conveying to the HERiin and to tho leader of 
the Search Expedition, through that official 
source, his congratulations on the successful 
issue of tho enterprise, takes occasion to ex- 
press "the most implicit confidence in tho 
statements" of both, and adds:—"I can assure 
you that Dr. Livingstone holds the American 
government and people in the highest estima- 
tion, principally on account of the late aboli- 
tion of slavery in the United States; and I 
trust that his persistent efforts to check the 
nefarious traffic in slaves in Africa will bo 
crowned with success.'' We presume that Mr. 
John Livingstone adopted this formal mode 
of forwarding his communication in view 
of the apparently stubborn unbelief of a 
small portion of the American press, in the 
relief expedition and all relating to it, down 
to the point of incredulity in the existence of 
such • a person as Mr. John Livingstone, of 
IJistowell, Ontario, in the New Dominion. We 
are correspondingly grateful to that gentleman 
for the precaution he has taken to forestall 
the efforts of the enterprising journalists who 
have imposed upon themselves the duty of 
testing the genuineness of all the HEBAID cor- 
respondence on the subject, and who would 
doubtless have been speedily on his track to 
ascertain the authenticity of his letter had it 
reached us in the ordinary manner. 
As it 


comes backed by the endorsement of the effi- 
cient Consul at Hamilton and the accom- 
plished Assistant Secretary of State at Wash- 
ington we presume it will be accepted, even if 
grudgingly accepted, as a sufficient proof that 
the brother of Dr. Livingstone in Canada 
unites with the son of the explorer in Eng- 
land, the British Foreign Office, the Royal 
Geographical Society and Queen Victoria her- 
self in differing with the profound authorities 
who pronounce the Livingstone letters forge- 
ries, and deny that the Doctor v«is ever dis- 
covered by Stanley at all. 


When the HERALD fitted outats Livingstone 


Search Expedition it had two objects in view:—

sion to perform thuu that of persuading for- 
eigners that all our political parties are corrupt 
and »11 our public mou debased and dishonest. 
Wo regard tho triumph of tho Livingstone Ex- 
pedition not us tho triumph of the HKKAUD 
ulone, but of tho wholo American press, and 
not tho least gratifying of its effects is ihe im- 
pulse it has given to tho promised improve- 
ment iu the character of American journalism. 


Thoro i-s one point, however, recalled to 


notice by Mr. John Livingstone, which, wbilo 
it did not enter into any calculation of the 
probable issues of the HERAIJ) Search Expedi- 
tion when tho enterprise was sot afoot, may 
prove one of its most important results. 
In 


all his letters—iu those to tho HEIIALD, to the 
Koyal Geographical Society, to tho Foreign 
Office and to members of his family—Doctor 
Livingstone is earnest iu IUH exhortations to 
tho civilized world to stretch forth its strong 
arm over tho suffering Africans and snatch 
thorn from tho horrors of slavery in tlio most 
hideous of i's revolting forms. 
"I trust," 


says his brother, ' 'that his persistent efforts 
to check tho nefarious traffic in slaves in 
Africa will bo crowned with success." This 
Christian object is no doubt uppermost in the 
mind of tho missionary and explorer, who, in 
his sorrowing over "man's inhumanity to 
man," awards a crown of honor to tho Ameri- 
can people for their abolition of slavery in tho 
United States, without pausing to inguiro 
how far tho blacks owe thoir liberty to tho 
uncertain ehimces of politics and war. The 
seed ho planted in tho letters sent homo by tho 
leader of tho HiSKiLD Search Expedition has 
already borne some fruit, in moving tho 
British government to tho uioro energetic ac- 
tion on tho African coast recently announced 
in tho Queen's speech to Parliament. But tho 
subject will not bo suffered to rest there. We 
havo confidence that philanthropic mon in all 
nations will soon take it up and make an 
effort to accomplish some practical work to- 
wards tho uprooting of tue inlvwman system 
in tho interior of Africa, as well as for its 
check on the coast. There are indirect means, 
however, as well as direct means, by which 
slavery can V>o driven from tbis strongliold. 
Tlio extension of trade into tho regions trav- 
elled by Livingstone would do more than 
armies to remove the evil, and iu this respect 
tho Stanley expedition may havo worked a 
good not anticipated for it. The success of 
0110 resolute, practical man, and the plain 
statement of his experience, will tempt ad- 
venture more than all tho essays that could be 
written in a dozen years. Despite his energy 
and perseverance, Dr. Livingstone has been 
looked upon as a scientific explorer, and ordi- 
nary men, who would hesitate before they fol-- 
lowed on the track he might indicate in 
search of profitable ventures, would strike 
out boldly in the path pointed out by such a 
traveller as Stanley. If Livingstone had re- 
mained in Africa two years longer unaided 
and unheard of, even if he had lived to 
return home, the good work now hoped 
for 
would 
at 
best 
have 
been 
so 


long 
delayed- 
But we even 
question 


whether the story he would then have had to 
tell would have worked any practical good in 
this important direction. The scieutifio fea- 
tures of his labors would have engrossed pub- 
lic attention and the every-day facts would 
have been overlooked in admiration of the 
genius and devotion of the explorer. Stanley's 
successful expedition is of an entirely different 
character. 
Ho brings back information of the 


existence of a horrible traffic, which is going 
on every day and which can be stopped with 
comparative ease. He tells of riches in store 
for adventurers as tempting as the golden 
promises of the mines. He ofters in hia own 
person the proof that the land can be travelled 
in safety and that the natives are harmless and 
tractable. 
We shall be mistaken if his expe- 


rience and his story do not induce many of 
those bold spirits who are always ready to 
strike for fortune through difficult paths to 
seek the wilds of Africa for their easily 
gathered treasures. Who shall say how soon 
commerce and civilization will stretch from 
the coast into the interior of the land in which 
Livingstone is to-day again shut out from the 
world, driving slavery before them more 
effectually than it 
could be scattered by 


armies? And who will deny that the "expe- 
dition instituted by American enterprise" has 
happily tended to promote this practical re- 
sult?

Victorious" a grand military parade ill hoiior 
of his imperial visitor^ the Ci»r Alexander of 
KuoKift and FranciH Jonepli of Austria, who.

muud at the head of their respective honorary 
regiments in tho Pnusitm service; aud tho 
jnirade was witnessed by an immense con- 
course of people. Aud tho oldotft sou of tha 
Crown Prince, MrtStor Frederick William, 
wore on tho occasion tho Order of St. Andrew, 
conferred on birn tbnt very morning by tho 
Cznr. 
In tho evening there was a Court 


dinner at tho Imperial paluco, at which Ui8 
Emperor William gave tho toast of hospitality. 
"Our Guesta;" and the Emperor of Austrin 
gavo "Tho Health of the German Emperor and 
IliH Family;" and the Czar gave "Tho Valiant 
Gorman Aruiy." Aud then there was a torch- 
light procession, with the playing of the Prus- 
sian tattoo by 1,124 musicians, selected from 
the bands of all tho German regiments, and 
there wore four hundred torch-bearers, and the 
city was brilliantly illuminated, find the nt.reeta 
wero thronged with people, and two young 
German princes wero made by tho Cznr Field 
Marshals in tho Bussiau. army; and, iu short, 
there never was before in Berlin aucu a grand 
occasion, such royal festivities, such manifes- 
tations of imperial brotherly love, or such a 
glorious time to potentates, soldiers, civilian* 
and the populace. 


But tho only really important events of tho 


day were, first, the business interview be- 
tween His Excellency Prince Bismarck and 
His Imperial Majesty the Czar; and, second, 
the private consultation of two hours between 
tho German Chancellor 
and the Russian. 


Prince Chancellor Gortschakoft 
And the 


only questions in connection with all theaa 
aforesaid proceedings in tho gay city of Berlin 
of arty consequence to Europe are the ques- 
tions which, doubtless, wore broached iu these 
Russian consultations with Priuee Bismarck 
touching tho objects of this imperial confer- 
ence. 
The gorgeous festivities, meantime, 


which have marked the welcome of-vtho im- 
perial guests of tho German Emperor, recall 
the royal carnival of the allied sovereigns, 
"tho Holy Alliance," at Vienna, of 1815. The 
enthusiastic Dr. Abbott, the great laudator of 
the First Napoleon, has recorded of this 
Vienna Congress that tho allied sovereigns 
thereof had been for months quarrelling over tho 
spoils of reconquered Europe, when on the oc- 
casion of a grand ball of the Prince Talley- 
rand they heard of the escape of- the "Little 
Corporal" from the island of Elba. " One 
hundred thousand 
distinguished strangers 


were attracted by the splendors "of the occa- 
sion at Vienna within the walls of-that vo- 
luptuoua capital. 
Eighty thousand of the 


most brilliantly dressed soldiers of the allied 
armies formed the magnificent cortege for this 
crowd of princes and kings. Seven hundred 
ambassadors or envoys participated in the de- 
liberations of those haughty conquerors, who 
had now again placed their feet upon the 
necks of the people. The regal revellers re- 
lieved the toils of diplomacy with feasting and 
dancing and nil luxurious indulgences. 
The 


Emperor of Austria defrayed the expenses of 
this enormous hospitality, of which the im- 
perial table alone was maintained at an ex- 
pense of twenty-fire thousand dollars a day." 


But that startling news of the escape of the 


' 'Little Corporal'' from nis island cage changed 
these gay doings at Vienna into serious busi- 
ness; and with a declaration against Napoleon 
as a usurper and an outlaw, and with a joint 
resolution to put him down and put him oat, 
the royal Congress at Vienna was broken up 
and dispersed to look after that little man who, 
single-handed, had dared again to defy them 
all, including the Bourbon on his throne. 
And now looking behind these splendid hos- 
pitalities of Berlin to these consultations be- 
tween Bismarck, the Czar and Gortschakofii 
we apprehend that "What shall we do with 
France?" is again the main question. As in 
the early months of 1815, we have now a Na- 
poleon in exile; but the question with the im- 
perial allies at Berlin is certainly not "How 
shall we put-him down or keep him out?" but 
is rather ' 'How shall we get him back ? " if Ui£' 
poleon enters at all uito the heads of these 
three men, who, as the arbiters of Europe, 
have -taken his place. We apprehend that • 
strong tend'upon France is among the pur- 
poaea'of this imperial meeting. The peace o? 
France now hangs upon the life or the whiin^ 
of President Thiers, and he is a very old 
man. In losing the guiding hand of Thiers 
France may plunge into -war again with Ger- 
fianyTluia set all Europe in ablaze. She 
must be bound over to keep the peace. 


We have already in these columns repeat- 


edly offered suggestions as to the probable

eration of the three Emperors during thew 
sojourn in Berlin. We have referred to the 
readjustment of territory and the rectification 
of frontiers brought about by the late-Franco- 
German war. We have alluded to the Inter- 
national as an^ jggtijution mostlik?ly torec|jre> 
attention. We harp shown that Russia has 
&tron$r%as*oWiSr''seeking to undo the treaty 
provisions of 1056. It is more than probable 
that each of these questions, in so far as they 
affect the interests, real or supposed, of the 
three Emperors, will be considered and, as far 
as is possible, satisfactorily arranged. In some 
quarters we notice that grave suspicions are 
entertained that the Kingdom of Italy and the 
future of tho Papacy will come in for a large 
amount of imperial attention. It is known 
that the Russian government, through Poland, 
has had for years serious trouble with tha 
Holy See, and 
it 
is matter of his- 


tory that 
latterly 
Russia 
has 
adopted 


severe measures for the purpose of putting 
down Romish influence in what she holds of 
the old Sarmatian Kingdom. We know that 
there is estrangement between Austria and 
Rome; and the attitude »nd action -of tha 
Berlin government toward Rome are known 
to every newspaper reader. In the German 
States immediately under the control of Prus- 
sia the Jesuits have been disinherited; and 
Bismarck, we know, has stated that in the 
next Papal election Germany intends to make 
her influence felt. These are facts known to 
all the world. What tho Emperors intend la 
do wo know not, nor do wo pretend to know.

How, in 
old Union, the four that it inspired made it a 
Bister to witchcraft and a son of alchemy need

Borgia represents it in a later stage; romaucuits 
of the thrilling school seized upon it, and with 
those and the Medici it rales a realm of 
ghastly fiction that might

In our own times it calls a now element to its 
aid—namely, science. The murder is the vul- 
gar crime, the surrounding circumstances fur- 
uish tho romance; but science comes or is 
supposed to come, and with tests and reagents 
briugB it back to a commonplace matter of 
books aud opinions. 
"Wo have had great 


poisou trials, and tho result, in face of aU the 
technicality employed, has been doubt to tho 
public mind. Professors have come forward 
and sworn to tho presence of such and such a 
poison in tho body, and doctors have deposed 
to the ante-mortem symptoms as those .pro- 
duced by tho poisons named. Hero was Death 
grasping the prisoner by the throat. Pres- 
ently another professor oomes forward and 
swears that the tests applied were fallacious, 
and another doctor comes to depose that tho 
symptoms were not- those produced by tho 
poison at all. Science we believe in. It must 
be exact or be valueless, and hence where in- 
eioetitudo is shown Death loosens his clutch 
tipon the throat of the prisoner. It is, then, 
natural that doubt should still remain in the 
proportion of tho disproof being positive or 
reaching only tho Scotch intermediary of "not 
proven.'' This was the lesson of the Wharton- 
Ketcham trial; and Providence alone can be 
thanked for tho train, of circumstances that 
made Paul Schoeppe/s innocence a tangible 
reality. 


All this shows that a criminal looseness in 


Che mode of dealing with such cases is the 
rule in the very first stages of the inquiry. 
The exhumation, around which, in such cages, 
every legal safeguard should be placed, enu be 
dona without authority. 
The post-mortem 


and analysis can be entrusted to the first village 
doctor and third-rate lexicologist at hand. 
From these first steps all-the after evils flow. 
Poison may in the first .place be either forced 
into the body or developed by the so-called 
testa. The doctor talf does his work; the pro- 
fessor does less, and yet these individuals, evolv- 
ing poison from their moral self-consciousness, 
will swear iu the strongest Latin and Groek 
derivative,-! that poison was administered and 
found. The terribly nphill task of bringing 
all this mtsstatemettt and dogged, egotistical 
ignorance back to the groundwork of unas- 
sailable fact has been demonstrated time and 
Bgain.

Haver be lost sight of; for the. prisoner at the 
bar represents society at the mercy of scientific 
quaoks aud ignoramuses as much as the dead 
body represents society at the mercy of the 
poisoner.

It ia one of the morals of the latest 
poison trial. What we want to help set mat- 
ters right in such cases is a sacred govern' 
mental guardianship of the dead and an as- 
snranco that nothing but positively the highest 
known scientific skill shall be brought to bear 
in pronouncing upon the presence or absence 
of poison in the exhumed body.

To THE EDITOR OF TIIK UKRAI.IK— 


In reading the account of the loss 01 the steamer 


Metis the nrst conclusion arrived at by the reader 
is that the great loss of life In this, as iu similar 
casualties, is caused by the lack 01 boats and other 
apparatus for saving life. 


There Is not a boat now plying on the Sound with 


sufficient provision for saviug hair the number of 
passengers she usually carries. Steamboat owners, 
Indeed, generally provide an Imposing show of life- 
preservers, and geueraD/ have them placed In such 
inaccessible positions that in the hurry of a. ship- 
wreck only strong and active men can get them; 
but In any case a life-preserver is only calculated 
to support a deud weight of live pounds, and in 
ca«e ora prolonged stay in the water iu oflittle use 
to save life. 


In disasters like this of the Metis, when the boats 


aro required for use, it is.in yearly every case dis- 
covered that from lying so long in the chocks they 
have become cemented there, or from long expos- 
ure to the hot sun they are not water tight; or 
again, they are turned bottom up and covered with 
canvas, aud In nine cases out of ten the time lost 
in getting the boats In readiness is the cause of 
losing many valuable lives. 


Wooden lifeboats become unseaworthy from cx- 


C'sure to the weather, and thcv are also liable to 
stove in the process ol lowerine. My experience 
says that no boat should be allowed on board a 
steamer but metallic ones, which are not liable to 
the above objections. The law should see that these 
boats arc in the davits, with tackle all ready for 
joweriug, before the vessel leaves her wharf, and 
thin inspection should be made at. frequent in ter- 
vals. Another useful device tor saving lire would 
be to compel uicamboat owners to carry largo 
square bales of cork oil their upper decks with life 
lines attached. 


Another matter in connection with this dlsantcr 
is the action of the, crew of the vessel. Generally 
speaking the crews of eteoaierg are green bands- 
know iiotnins of a sailor's duties—aud in case of 
panic are the flrut to cause confusion, instead of 
seeing, as true Bailors would, to the »afety ot (be 
women and children first. 
This matter requires attention, and is Jnst «a im- 
portant» matter as the boats; for without compe- 
tent, steady men to man them they are useless. 
Uany of the steamers now plying on the coast are 
entirely unfit for the service they are engaged In 
as Is proved by the losses every winter on this 
coast, we sec In the papers now »nd then an ac- 
count ora fearful gale and loss or lire and shipping 
and the matter fades out of memory, when, if the 
truth were Known, tne loss Js altogether owing to 
the unseaworthiness of the vessel to resist» storm' 
that a. good vessel would rifle Barelv through. 
la case of a loes like this or the Metis, Where It is 
clean T proved that the captain oranyofthooffloera 
o! the vessselhave been guilty of neglect or incompe- 
tence, they should be debarred from holding a similar 
position ever again, or for a stated tli:io, according 
to the magnitude of their offence. This would be 
round a very salutary law, and would Insure good 
discipline on board their shrug and cause captains 
cDra to be more particular in their choice of

OBITUARY. 


SylT»nn» Tl»»y«r. U. S. A. 


Brevet Brigadier General Syivauus Thayer, United 


States Engineer Corps, died ou Saturday at his resi- 
dence In South Bralntree, Mass., at the age of 
eighty-seven years. He passed rorty-seven years 
of his long and very useful lire in active military 
service, as Instructor and Superintendent in the 
United States Military Academy. Sylvanns Thayer 
entered the army rrom the State or Massachusetts. 
Be was appointed cadet in the month or March, 
1807; second lieutenant of engineers on the 23d 
of February, 1808; and first lieutenant of engi- 
neers In July, 1812. He was Deputy Commissary of 
Ordnance 
(with

captain) in Sep- 
tember

same year; 
chief 
engineer or 
Major General Dearborn's army in J812, and of the 
left envision, commanded by Major General Hamp- 
ton, in 1813, 


He was aide-de-camp to General Hampton in 
1S13-14. He reJioquished service in the Ordnance 
Department In 1813 and was commissioned captain 
of engineers in October the same year. He was 
chief engineer in the defence of Norfolk against 
the British forces la 1814, aud was commissioned 
brevet major for "distinguished and meritorious 
service at Norfolk" the same year. He.was brigade 
major unaer Brigadier General Porter from the 
month of January, 1814, to May, 1815, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of lieutenant colonel by brevet 
for "distinguished and meritorious services." His 
life, career, private and professional, has been 
reputable and brilliant, and now closes amid the 
very profound regret of his more intimate mends 
and associates.

Julius M. Strong, member of Congress for the dls. 


trict of Hartford, Conn., died In Hartford on Satur- 
day morning, rie was carried away from life very 
suddenly by an attack of cerebro-spina! meningitis. 
He was apparently in perfect health the day before 
yesterday, and first complained or being ill on 
Thursday night. He was forty-seven years of age. 
Mr. Strong was first elected to Congress over 
James DLxon, In 1869, and was re-elected in 1871 
over Dr. A. K. Goodrich.

TUB SWATARA. 
The sloop-of-war screw steamer Swatara was 
originally built by Constructor Leuthenal, at Phila- 
delphia, In 1865. Like all the other vessels built or 
other material than live oak In tho hurry and con- 
fusion of the war, she did not last longer than six 
years. Tho hand of rapid decay was upon her, and 
she was condemned as uuseawortliy. Jn February 
1872, the veteran naval constructor, B. F. Delano' 
who has built no less than twenty vessels of war 
since 1861, was Instructed to rebuild the Swatara, 
aiils work Is now under way, arid about two-thirds 
ol her frame is up. She will be completed by the 
1st of August, 1873. Tlie new Swatara is to be 
widened aud deepened, aud will be full shin-rln-ged 
instead orbark-ngged, us heretorore. Her length 
will be 218 feet; beam, 37 feet; hold, 19 feet; she will 
have two full decks—the spar and bertli deck. 
Besides these 'she will have an orlop ami 
a poop deck and forecastle. There will be accom- 
modations for twelve wardroom olllcers, and the 
usual eteerage and warrant oflicers' quarters ad- 
join the wardroom. The crew will be about one 
hundred and seventy-five men.

THE HEW STEAMSHIP GREECE, 


Another Splendid Addition to tlie Fleet 


of National Steamers. 


The new steamer Greece, constructed for the 


National steamship Company, made her first trip 
from Liverpool to this port and arrived safely, 
alter a passage of twelve days and a few hours. 
She affords all the comforts and convenience* 
enjoyed on the other floating palaces of this line, 
which have already been described la the HEBAX&. 
The Greece is an iron vessel 405 feet in length; 
breadth of beam, 41 feet; depth of hold, 36 feet. 
She has four decks, two of which are Iron. The- 
saloon extends entirely across and accommodates 
loo passengers. There are apartments for 1,300 
steerage passengers between decks. The cylinders 
of her engines are inverted, and the piston rods 
act directly on the shaft. The screw Is twenty feet 
in 
diameter 
und 
consists 
of four 
blades. 
The steam 
is 
generated 
In 
two 
double- 
boilers 
heated 
by 
twelve 
furnaces. 
Tho 
nominal horse power Is 400, but under the allowed 
pressure of sixty pounds per square inch the en- 
gines can be worked to 2,ooo horse power. Tho 
compound cylinders are respectively eighty-rive 
and fifty Inches in diameter, und-givo a stroke ot 
four feet. The machinery was constructed by the 
Laird Brothers. Like her sister ships, tho Greece 
rolls comparatively little in severe weather, and IB 
so constructed as to 'endure the heaviest seas. 
During her passage out she encountered a terrific 
hurricane, which lasted twelve hours, yet she lost 
not even a life boat. The charge of this vessel him 
beea entrusted to Captain 0. H. Andrews, reputed 
as a very able commander. She M ofllcered by 
Messrs. T. S. Spencer, H. Herbert, B. Kinnlng anil 
Mr. Boss. Dr. Kennedy Is surgeon, Mr. Bel) purser 
and Mr. William Haun chief engineer, it may 
therefore, be saiely said that the managers of th* 
National Steamship Company have spared no ex- 
pense In making the Gre'ec* a first-clans vew«l. 
The public will certainly derive benefit from such, 
rivalry between onr steamship companies.

iegO-snek" ("light Runner on the Ground"), as 
Rev. Dr. Twing; "Nap-au-a-sklng" ("Fisher Star"). 
as Bev. Dr. Tnttle. These three are good physical 
and Intelligent representatives of the best type 
of Indians, aud a vear ago were daubed with war 
paint, seeking scalps with if hich to ornament their 
belts, and now they seem to comprehend and take 
deep interest in the change in the situation and 
reform. Tlie tribes are more Industrious and pros- 
perous tnan was expected, and are glad to work 
for themselves. The Chlppewas number between 
eight and nine thousand In the State of Minnesota, 
andjare under the superintendence of Major E. f. 
Smith, who resides at White Earth. They were 
once a powerful nation, being of tlie same tribal re- 
latlonsjis tlie Canadian Chlppewas. TUe Objiways 
(Olijiway In taetr native language signifies "the In- 
ai»n") 'are of the same tribe with a different name. 
The peace policy with this Indian nation has evi- 
dently worked well, though they, doubtless, are 
fljore tractable and susceptible to civilizing influ- 
ences .than tbelr more savage enemies, the Bioui, 
from WDOID expect to hear soon.
